RECEIVING THE RETURNS. 


CHEAT INTEREST SHOWN AT CITY IIALL. 


Early Tuesday evening a large crow d 
gathered in the hallway at City Hall, and 
in the adjoining rooms, waiting for the 
election returns which were posted upon 
the bulletin board. The figures came in 
alowly. Wards One, Seven and Three 
being the last to arrive, the two former 
about 10 o’clock, and the latter at 10.30. 
There was considerable euthusiasm over 
the returns for school committee, and the 
vote for mayor and aldermen was rather 
uncomfortably close and kept up the 
interest until the last ward was heard 
from. 

The board of aldermen met at 10 
o’clock, and Mayor Burr called Aldermau 
Childs to the chair; Aldermen Pettee and 
Hamblen were absent. 

The returns as given above were road 
and the city clerk was authorized to 
have the ward officers correct the slight 
inaccuracies. There were many blanks 
reported and quite a number of scatter- 
ing votes, some voters substituting a 
name that pleased them for some of the 
regular candidates. 

The hearing on the Salvation Army 
building was postponed till Dec. 10th, at 
8 .j’clock. 

The hearing on the relocating and al- 
tering of Boylston street called out no 
remoustrance and was closed. The 
orders were then passed. 

The highway committee through Al- 
derman Harbach reported favorably on 
the laying out, grading and acceptance 
of Staudish street, from Columbus to 
Chester and orders were passed for 
hearings on Dec. 23rd, before both 
branches. 

A favorable report was also made on 
Griffin avenue, from Walnut street to 
Lake avenue, and hearings were ap- 
pointed tor Dec. 28id. 

The heating on Beikley street was 
opened, and no one appearing, the order 
for its laying out, grading and accept- 
ance was passed. 

A petition from E. J. H. Esterbrook 
and some 20 others was received, for the 
laying our, grading and acceptance of 
Jewett street, between Pearl and Boyd 
■itieets, as iu its present condition it is 
impassable ami dangerous. Referred to 
highway committee. 

An amendment to the ordinances was 
presented by Alderman Johnson, provid- 
ing that the owners of howling and bit- 
ing dogs should lie liable to a line of 810, 
as is the law in Boston; referred to com- 
mittee on ordinances. 

Joseph I.**e gave notice of intention to 
'build a house on Forest avenue. Boston 
Real Estate and Instil auce Co., one on 
Glenwwnd avenue, and Andrew Peters 
two on Washington street, Ward 3. 

Geo. F. Peck of Ward 3 petitioned to 
be appointed auctioneer; referred to 
license committee. 

The J. Wiley Edmamis Camp, Sons of 
Weiei ms, were granted the free use of 
(City Hall, for Jau. 13, 1890. for installa- 
tion oi officers. 

6300 was appropriated for insurance 
premiums on building, books and furni- 
tu e at the Free Library. 

The committee on ordinances reported 
amendments iu relation to telephone and 
dltwLrio wires, for the retirement of 
nM-rnbers of the police and tire depart- 
ments on not mom than one-third pay, 
uiiiuu they ate permanently disabled in 
tli e discharge of their duty, und provid- 
ing for office of assistaht city olerK;all 
passed to be enrolled. 

An amendment that the chief of lire 
department shall have charge of the care 
and maintenance of the police signal 
aysteni was tallied ou motion of Aider- 
man Johnson. 

The petition of the Newton Street 
Railway Company, to have the time ex- 
tended for the completion and operation 
of its street railway system, was referred 
to a ujiecial committee, appointed by the 
chair, consisting of Aldermen Harbach, 
Tnlman and Johnson. 

The board then adjourned to Monday 
evening, Dec. 0.

GAMEWELL SYSTEM ENDORSED. 


SYRACUSE CITY FATHERS VOTE TO ADOPT 
IT FOR THE USE OF THAT CITY. 


The City of Syracuse, N. Y., is a thriv- 
ing bee-hive of industry and one of the 
Municipalities of the empire state not- 
able for its rat. id growth and the activity 
of its business men. Its people believe 
in improvements and in all measures 
tendiug to increase the efficiency of its 
government. Hence, the necessity of a 
police alarm system became more and 
more obvious with the citv’s develop- 
ment. It was finally decided to put in a 
police signal system and the Municipal 
Signal Com pati y ef Boston, some eighteen 
months ago, put in its apparatus and a 
sufficient number of boxes to indicate 
the working of its system, and it has 
been kept in operation ever since. At a 
meeting of the Syracuse city fathers held 
Nov. 11, definite action was taken. We 
clip the following record of the meeting, 
relating to the adoption of a police 
signal system, from the Syracuse Daily 
Journal: 

Whereas, The City of Syracuse, on 
account of its daily need therefor, has 
. f «“' » considerable time contemplated the 
, purchase of a police alarm system as an 
almost indispensable aid and service to 
• the proper and effective working of the 
police department, and 

Whereas, The State Legislature by 
! chapter 475 of the laws of 1889, authoriz- 
ed this council to raise by tax the means 
for the purchase of such a system, and 

Whereas, provision has also been made 
in the present budget of the city for the 
same and 

Whereas, The board of police com- 
missioners are equally divided in opinion 
as the merits of two systems, and 

Whereas, It appearing to the satisfac- 
tion of this council that the system eom- 
monly known as the ‘•Garaewell System” 
is the best and most suitable, as well as 
tlie most economic, for the uses and our- 
poses of this city, 

Resolved, That the system and service 
o! the (fame well Fire Alarm Telegraph 
Co., be and the same is herebv adopted 
tor Hie u ho of the City of Syracuse: That 
tlie mayor and clerk lie and they are 
hereby authorized to contract with the 
said Came well Fire Alarm Telegraph Co. 
to supply that service to this eity upon 
terms and eondit.oiis to be first approved 
by the mayor, the president of tlie police 
board and the corporation counsel, or 
any two of these officers, but not less ! 
favorable to the city than, nor at a. 
greater cost than, the terms, conditions I 
and prices stated iu the proposal of said 
I company heretofore and mi or about the 
24tli <>ct. 1880, submitted to tlie poliee 
board.” 

” Unanimously adopted. Ayes, AlderJ 
men Small, Matty, Finegan, Wilkin, 
Cuudeu, Me Auliffe, Seager, Klock, Scan 
j Ion, Me Leman — 10.” 

It will be seen that the Game well 
system was thus handsomely endorsed 
after a fair trial of the other. The con- 
tract was awarded after a careful con- 
sideration of tlie merits of tlie respective 
systems. Tlie matter is of interest to 
people of Newton generally, for its eity 
council lias voted strongly iu favor of the 
Caincwull system, witli tlie same wise 
foresight as tlie eity fathers of Syracuse. 


Newton Natural History Society. 

This society held its regular mouthly 
meeting last Monday evening. The 
audience was much larger than usual — 
nearly one hundred being present. 

Reports of observation were made by 
Prof, S. E. Warren on certain insects ami 
| birds; by W. S. French ou animal and 
bacterial life in water; and by I)r. J. F. 
Friable on the Kohiuodenn and his 
method of locating and enlarging Ids 
home in coral reef limestone. 

The jiaper of the evening was given by 
Dr. J. W. Fowkcs, secretary of tlie Bos- 
ton Society of Natural History, on “A 
visit to the Zuni Indians of New Mexico," 
which lie made during the lust summer. 
Tlie pueblo or Indian village is built of 
mud made into bricks and dried iu the 
sun. This work is done largely by the 
women. Thu village is communal and 
the laud owned iu common. The Xuui 
are supposed to be a remnant of the old 
mound builders, and ruined pueblos are 
found extending north ami south from 
New Mexico. They are not a warlike 


people, inhabiting the plains, in tho 
midst of which they built their dwell- 
ings. cultivating the land beyond the 
walls, ever ready to tleo to tlioir walled 
town or city for safety when attacked by 
the savage and warlike Indians.' ‘They 
are a very religious people, religious rites 
and ceremonies precede all tlioir under- 
takings. They have no written Innguago 
but still they are enabled to koep. with 
wonderful precision, the times for plant- 
ing, hai vesting and religious observ- 
ances. The priests really constitute tho 
governing power. When a marriage 
takes placo tho husband goes to live with 
his wife in her home. The women grind 
tho corn a*:d prepare the food which she 
places before her husband ; after helms 
eaten she takes her meal. 

The doctor described many of their 
games and religious rites and manufact- 
ures as well as their homo life. The 
lecture was full of interest and instruc- 
tion and the audience had a flue opportu- 
nity to learn much of this semi-civilized 
race that is now beginning to adopt somo 
of the customs of the white people. 

Tho thanks of the society were pre- 
sented to tho doctor. 

Lasell Notes. 

Wednesday evening, Nov. 27, a party of 
the pupils attended the grnnd concert of 
Sarasate d’Albert at Music Hall in Boston. 

Rev. Mr. C. W. Shelton, a graduate of 
Yale, who has been many years in the 
w est among the Sioux and Dakota Indinns, 
preached at the Auburndale Congregation- 
al church on Sunday, Nov. 24, and the large 
number of Lasell pupils who attend that 
church being much interested he was In- 
duced to come to the school prayer meeting 
in the evening and give further descriptions 
of Indian life, Indian wrongs, and the pro- 
gress of Christian missions among the 
tribes. Mr. Shelton has a power of vivid 
portrayal, and succeeded in awakening the 
enthusiasm of his hearers to such a degree 
that it was proposed to take up a collection 
to defrny the expenses of a young Indian 
girl, Jennie Cox, (Indian name Winona) 
who has volunteered to teach among her 
own people the Sioux. The amount 
pledged upon the spot was three hundred 
dollars. Since that evening upwards of 
eighty dollars more have been contributed. 

Monday, Nov. 25, the cooking class was 
taught to make a casserole of rice and 
meat, and to cook oysters with mushrooms 
and make Parker House rolls. 

A party of nineteen went to Boston es- 
corted by the principal to visit the steam 
ship Pavonia. Some other projects of a 
similar nature were defeated by bad 
weather. 

As the Christmas vacation is to bo a 
little prolonged, only one day was set apart 
for the Thanksgiving holiday. Many of 
the pupils, however, were able to reach 
their homes by going Wednesday after- 
noon but the break up was not so general 
as usual.

Protective Tariffs Opposed to Human 
Enterprise and Sagacity. 

Let us see, briefly, if this is not so. 

The great triumphs of human enter- 
prise and sagacity in this wonderful ago 
have been tho cheapening of production 
and distribution, which means a larger 
aggregate of comfort for all, a larger av- 
erage for each. 

Thus by the use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, the productive power of the 
world’s workers has been increased in 
some cases two-fold, in others four-fold, 
in others ten-fold. 

The cost of carriage on the land and 
the sea has been diminished to less than 
one-third of what it was a generation 
ago. 

Meanwhile the wages of labor have 
been increased, appreciably in money, 
and much more in purchasing power of 
the necessaries of life. 

All this has has been accomplished by 
making machinery do the work formerly 
done by human hands and by horses. 
For instance, one man makes as much 
iron or steel to-day as two or three did 
thirty years ago, as many pairs of shoes 
as four did, and so on. The railroad of 
this country carry a thousand tons of 
freight a mile evory year for every man, 
woman and child, and at a cost of ten 
dollars. If tho same work were done by 
horses it would cost two hundred dol- 
lars. 

But the legislatures of all the countries 
of the world, with a few notable excep- 
tions, step in and maKo artificial obsta- 
cles to the exchange of commodities, as 
if the welfare of every country depended 
upon undoing all that human sagacity 
and enterprise have done to increase, fa- 
cilitate and cheapen communication. 

Therefore the advocate of protective 
tariffs which keep out competition, say 
in effect that the enterprise and sagacity 
which have increased and cheapened the 
cost of production and distribution, are 
evils to he counteracted. 

Therefore productive tariffs are the 
determined enemies of human enterprise 
and business sigacity. Ai.imia. 


Republican Free Traders.

Senator Leland Stanford of California. 

In the San Francisco Examiner of 
Sunday, October 20th, 1880, in an article 
under the signature of Senator Leland 
Stanford, entitled: “The Future of our 
State,” occurs tho following very re- 
markable statement— remarkable be- 
cause Senator Stanford is a strong pro- 
tectionist. 

“The scarcity of fuel is still a draw- 
back to this State. A ton of coal can be 
put on tho cars in Peusylvanin for (12 1-2 
cents; here we pay from 87 to 810. The 
coal we get from Vancouver has to pay 
75 cents per ton duty, which is excessive 
in view of the fact that the plea for pro- 
tection is to keep wages up, and the 
wages paid for handling a ton of coal do 
not amount to anything like 75 cents. 
When coal only costs 25 cents to mine in 
1’ennsly vania, it is hardly logical to 
charge three times as much for the ad- 
mission of foreign coal here. That bene- 
fits the owner of coal lands, and not the 
laborer who raises the coal.” 


A Man of Insight. 

It was to be expected that Columbus 
Delano would yell “Wolf! Wolf!” as 
soon as free wool was mentioned, but 
isn't it about time for the Home Market 
Club to nudge Mr. Albert Clark aud be 
wisely silent. Delauosays, “We voted for 
taxed wool and we mean to have it.” But 
tho woolen manufacturers say “We vot- 
ed for Republican Tariff Reform, and wo 
mean to have it; and more than that, by 
reform we mean reduction.” While the 
wool-growers at Columbus, Ohio, are peti- 
tioning for a higher tax, tho manufac- 
turers in Now York, Mass , R. I., Conn., 
Pennsylvania, New Hampshire, Tennes- 
see, Ohio, aro promptly signing a de- 
mand for free wool. Is Oliver Ames 
still aVice President of tho Home Market 
Club? Can he ask for free iron ore aud 
make no protest against Col. Clark’s ar- 
gument for a tax on wool? Is Joseph 
R. Leesou it member of tho Finance 
Committee? Will ho not tell us how it 
is wise to tax wool, but very unwise, 
a “cart before the horse method,” to tax 
ilax? How about the leather merchants 
in the club? Do they want tho tax on 
hides restored? The Republican Nation- 
al Committee does! 

As the tariff has been sustained by 
log rolling, wo make bold to suggest 
that it may be destroyed so. Come! 
“You vote for free Ilax for mo and I’ll 
vote for free wool for you.” “You vote 
against every attempt lo tax hides again 
and I’ll vote for free iron ore.” 

In contrast with the political blindness 
of the Republican National Committee, 
tho selfish blindness of the Ohio wool- 
growers, and the terror-stricken blind- 
ness of the Home Market Club, we must 
note the remarkable insight of Mr. John 
W. Candler, un insight wliich is at once 
political, bullish and terror-stricken. 
At a recent meeting of the Brookline 
Club one of the members in an uuparal- 
lelled burst of elotpieuce aud imagina- 
tion likened the worthy Brookline Rep- 
resentative to Webster, Sumner, ami 
Wilson. That was startling but not se- 
rious, but what the highly-compared 
Mr. Candler himself said was both 
startling aud serious. "He hoped thut if 
he should make any mistake or if he ap- 
peared to lean a little toward free trade 
!u his opinions upon the tariff, lie would 
not have judgment or censure passed 
upou him before all the facts were 
kuown.” 

Mr. Cundler leaning towards free 
trade! ! Has he seen the bund writing 
on the wull? 


The Cost of Iron. 

To the Editor of the ORAVit to: 

Your issuo of Nov. 10th, contained an 
article on the cost of iron and steel 
signed “Alpha” that contained more 
falsehood in its figures than tho avorngo 
Bourbon would dare to publish hero. 
He says “ The difference in prico between 
(Jreat Britain and the United States on 
lower form of steel, Bessemer rails, was 
814.00 per ton. ’’That is in business rails 
in Great Britain wore 814 to $10 per ton 
when they sold here at 828 to 880 or at less 
than the prico of Scotch pig. Who is fool 
enough to. believe such statements? And 
tho quantity lie gives as 00,000,000 tons 
builds 600,000 miles of railroad (statistics 
with a vengeance). But as there is no 
truth in his statement, we go on to show 
its fallacies. When wo began the recon- 
struction of our railroad (since the war), 
we paid 878 ptr ton for iron rails 
(“Ebbo Vale Works” (Jreat Britain) and 
tho prico of steel rails was quoted to us 
8128.50 per ton. Under protection, our 
plants wero builded, and have reduced tho 
prico to 828.50, a saving of 8100 per ton, or 
taking Alpha’s figures 00,000.000 tons, a 
saving of six billion dollars. He leaves 
out the economic fact that without cheap 
rails we could not have built one half of 
our present milleage, and consequently 
tho ratio of development of the whole 
country would be (1(H)) one hundred per 
cent less than it is today. But the cream 
of his logic is in the last paragraph, 
where he exults in the fact tiiat a repeal 
of the Tariff would wipe out all the 
small manufacturers and those disadvan- 
tageous^ situated, “and prices would 
soon advance” “ with an immense saving 
to American consumers.” Just how ad- 
vanced prices would benefit the consumer 
I wait to see displayed in his future 
emanations. Ho had better review his 
figures, reduce the millenge of the railroad 
constructed with steel rails, one or two 
huqdred per cent, and post himself on 
solid facts. David A. Wells figures would 
“lie tho legs off from an iron pot.” 
People who deal with tho facts know 
their falsity, aud that there is more 
sophistry in figures than in all sDcech 
beside. We shall make steel at this 
point choaper than New England could 
do, if ores and coal wero free. There- 
fore consider, “ disadvantageous^ situat- 
ed” as applied to your locality, not to be 
overcome even by your best energies.

Improper Political Influence. 

(Walden Mirror.) 

All thoughtful men recognize the fact 
of the rapidly increasing power of tho 
corporations in our legislature and tho 
utHicrminiiig influences of the lobby. 
Tim last legislature was particularly 
criticized because of Us subservience to 
these influences. It was tlm text adopted 
by the Democratic candidate for Gover- 
nor in his speeches during the late cam- 
paign, and Mr. Brackett deprecated and 
excused the impeachment and endeav- 
ored to reliove the Republican party of 
its responsibility rather than to attempt 
to justify tile legislature or deny the 
facts. Tho issue cannot be blinked out 
of sight by the Republican party, and es- 
pecially must it he remembered by the 
new members-elect of the coming legis- 
lature. All good citizens should stand 
together and try to overcome this evil. 

It is all important to begin right. A 
President must be elected in the Senate 
and a Speaker in the House who is free 
from all entangling alliances. Senator 
Sprague, a man of high character, is 
reasonably certain to preside over the 
deliberations of the Senate, but it is said 
tiiat a prominent lobbyist, who last year 
was largely instrumental in electing the 
speaker of the House, and who is sup- 
posed to have received many retainers to 
“use his influence,” is openly proclaim- 
ing tiiis year that lie is going to re-elect 
his candidate and offering to wager 
$1,000 that he can do so. 

Where are we drifting? Is the great 
organization of the Republican party to 
be used for selfish ends and unworthy 

E urposes? A new order of things should 
e inaugurated, and a man should be 
selected to preside in each branch of our 
legislature who is qualified by his educa- 
tion and experience to perform his 
duties, who will regard the interests of 
the State, before all other considerations, 
ami one above all who cannot be con- 
trolled by outside influence, who owes 
his position not to the lobby nor to bis 
personal solicitation of members nor 

{ iledges of committee positions, but to 
lis qualifications for his duties and his 
experience in legislative matters. Thus 
and thus only, can the fair f.ime of our 
Commonwealth be preserved, and the 
danger which threatens the Republican 
party and the State be averted.

THE CITY ELECTION. 

The result of the city election can not 
fail to be satisfactory, even to the de- 
feated candidates and their friends, for 
it shows that in Newton faithful and 
honest service is appreciated, and that 
the majority of the voters will sustain 
an official who does his duty. When the 
defeated candidates have served a term 
in office at some time in the future, they 
will appreciate this trait of Newton peo- 
ple, even if now it affords them but cold 
consolation. 

Mayor Burr's re-election, in the face of 
such violeut opposition, is a well-de- 
served compliment to the fidelity and 
ability with which he has served the 
city the past year, and the list of his en- 
dorsers published last week shows that 
among his supporters are the best men 
of Newton. The list might have been 
largely extended, had there been time, 
but it was sufficient to show the charac- 
ter of his following. 

We are still at a loss to account for 
the strong and well organized opposition 
which was as fully developed as though 
some club were back of it. The School 
Board episodes, and all the other 
alleged reasons, were certainly not suffi- 
cient to accouut for it, while the cry for 
economy was pure nonsense. At any 
rate the opposition had plenty of funds 
aud no lack of workers, and whether it 
was their ambition for office, or their op- 
position to the Republican candidate, 
they managed their campaign with great 
skill. On Election day. in Wards One 
and Seven, they had many teams an I 
workers, while apparently nothing was 
done for Mayor Burr. The men who are 
always on hand to enpture a caucus in 
Ward Seven for their candidate were 
not doing much , and that Mayor Burr 
did so well in those wards rather sur- 
prised his friends. In the other wards 
the contest was more even, and the in- 
fluence of Alderman Chadwick, Tol 
man, Joh ison, Pettee and liarbach, and 
of the members of the lower board, was 
evident 

It is certainly creditable to the Citi- 
zen's committee, that the chairman 
placed a prominent adveiiisemeut in 
the Sunday Herald, disavowing for them 
all , responsibility for the scandalous 
stories put in circulation. We take our 
local politics hot iu Newton, but we also 
like tiiein decent. The campaign was 
long euough for such stories to re-.ict, 
however, aud the fact that the opposi- 
tion were not willing to grant Mayor 
Burr ere lit for anything, as the anony- 
mous communications in last week's 
Journal showed, convinced many people 
th it he must have made an active and 
euergetic official to have stirred up such 
alight. People began to ask whether 
they should take the testimony of men 
who had never been at City Hall, or of 
those who have served with him in the 
City Council aud who knew’ whether he 
had been a laitlitu) official or uot. 
When this point was readied the opposi- 
tion began to melt away, aud if there 
had been another week, he would proba- 
bly have reached as large a majority as 
last year. 

Tiie result was full of surprises. In 
Ward Five, where the Citizens expected 
great things, they were defeated, and 
they did not leach their expectations in 
Wards Two, Three or Four, as Mayor 
Burr’s strongest friends live iu those I 
wards, ami they are men iu whom their ; 
fellow citizens have llie utmost confi- 
dence. It was certainly cue of the warm- 
est elections since Newton became a city, 
aud a man may well be proud of win- 
ning in such a tight. Auy mail can be 
elected when there is 110 opposition, but 
a man who can win iu such a contest us 
last Tuesday must have the right stulT in 
him. It is eieditable to the city, also, 
that when it finds a man who does his 
dutylpaithfnlly an 1 fearlessly, it should 
recognize the fact by giving him the 
I101101 of a second term. Mayor Burr’s 
frieuds have every reason to feel satis- 
fied with the result. 


MR. BARTON’S DEFEAT. 

The immense vote against Mr. Barton 
shows that people do uot forget so easi 
ly us candidates for office sometimes 
imagine. The voters who petitioned 
two years ago aud hud their petitions 
treated with contempt, aud were told 
tliut the committee were running the 
schools aud not the women and children, 
had good memories, or if they had not, 
Mr. Walton’s two letters iu last week’s 
Journal, uud what many people call his 
unjust insinuations aud iuuemloes, 
would huve awakened the feeling in all 
its old force. Mr. Walton may take 


some credit for the size of the voto 
against Mr. Bat ton, for his letters 
aroused great indignation. However, nil 
that is passed now; Mr. Barton will on 
the tlrs t of January join the other re- 
1 1 rod members, and will have leisure to 
refleet on the evident truth that the peo- 
ple have a right to say who shall repre- 
sent them on the school board, oven if 
they have no right to potition or criticise 
the action of that august body. School 
committee moti may bo infallible and 
above criticism on all the other days of 
the year, but on election day they nre 
just like other men aud need votes just 
as badly. 

It has been a very unfortunate affair 
for the Newton schools, but it all could 
have been easily avoided by loss arro- 
gance, a less evident determination to 
have their own way regardless of conse- 
quences, a disposition to credit the pub- 
lic with good intentions, a sincere desire 
for the good of the schools, and more In- 
genuous methods— to use a polite phrase. 

The people desire to have perfect con- 
fidence in the school board— to have 
men there in whose statements they can 
place perfect reliance, and to have frank 
and open methods generally prevail. 
They do not like statements which may 
be taken in two different ways, or which 
give only a part of the truth. When a 
statement is made they want to be able 
to believe it implicitly, and not have to 
investigate it before accepting it. 

For this reason they have chosen Mr. 
Lawrence and Mr. Boll; they gave Mr. 
Putney a much reduced vote, and they 
have made changes 111 the board which 
no disinterested observer can help ad- 
mitting are for the best interests of the 
schools. School committee men should 

be, like Ciesar's wife, above suspicion 

of trades, or concealments, or deals of 
any kind, and such a school board, we 
believe, Newton will have after January 
1st, and its members will have the confi- 
dence and respect of the public. Mr 
Lawrence is probably oue of the best 
tilted men for the position ever on the 
board. In Mr. Bell the board gains one 
of the most capable business men in 
Newton and a man of liberal ideas and 
straightforward methods. Mr. Travis, as 
he himself said, will have a difficult task 
to fill the place of Rev. Dr. Shinn, but he 
is well fitted by education and ability, 
and will make a conscientious member. 
Mr. Drew has already shown his fitness, 
during his short term of service. The 
changes will bring peace to the schools, 
and will dispose finally of the whole 
trouble, which is certainly a cause for 
congratulation. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke was one of the 
few New England ministers who re- 
sponded to the request of the National 
Civil Service Reform Association and 
made reform the topic of his Thanksgiv- 
ing address to his people. The subject 
is of so much importance that we give 
the sermon in full on another page, and 
it is worth careful reading. The spoils 
system is considered in its moral aspects, 
and its effect iu lowering the tone of our 
politics, making them not only un- 
Christian but corrupt. There is no rea- 
son why the churches should not do mis- 
sionary work in this matter, and show 
up the undeniable truth that it is just as 
immoral to bribe a man with an office as 
it is with a direct payment of money. 

The American people need an enlight- 
ened conscience on this matter, and a 
resolute effort to stem the tide of cor- 
ruption in politics, as well as in private 
life. Why should it not Le considered 
just as disgraceful to make pledges, only 
for the purpose of breaking them, in 
political, as it is in business matters? 
Why is the man any better who is bribed 
to work for a candidate by the promise 
of a "fat office” than the man who takes 
a sum of money? The results are exact- 
ly similar. The agitation in favor of 
civil service reform began none too soon, 
judging from the stories of the crowds of 
office seekars that have swarmed in 
Washington evar since this administra- 
tion came into power, and of the 
scandals which such an overpowering 
pressure for a division of the spoils have 
given rise to in the last dozen years. 

Make merit the only test of appoint- 
ment to office aud we shall at oiice puri- 
fy our whole political system; we relieve j 
our congressmen and senators from the 
charge of being merely office-brokers, i 
instead of statesmen, and the President 
would then have time to attend to the 1 
duties of hit. office, without being besoiged j 
at every turn by men who want a reward 
for their political services, in the shape 
of an office. In New York and New Jer- 
sey the ministers quite generally 
preached upon this topic, but in New 
England the matter was not so much dis- 
cussed, perhaps because here the senti- 
ment in favor of reform is so universal.

Last week the edition of the Graphic 
was the largest ever printed by a New- 
ton paper, consisting of over 0,000 copies, 
one of which was placed in every house 
111 Newton. The demand was so great 
that the supply at the news stores was 
exhausted curly and also the reserve 
stock kept at the office. *|*kie Graphic 
certainly seems to huve had some influ- 
ence iu the campaign as all its candidates 
were elected, '('he advertisements of 
both parties 011 its first page attracted a 
good deal of attention, aud Mr. Hib- 
bard’s picture made him known by sight 
throughout Newton. Nevertheless the 
formidable list of prominent citizens who 
endorsed Mayor Burr seems to have had 
more weight, judging from the election 
returns. The large number of letters in 
regard to the school question also seem 
to huve been widely reud. The expense 
of getting out such an edition wus some- 
thing, as the white paper used cost near- 
ly #7- r >, to say nothing of the cost of 
printing, folding and distributing the 
ten pages which last week’s issue con- 


ained. But city elections do not come 
every week, and wo wanted evory voter 
to have a chance to seo the Graphic. 

THE ALDERMEN. 

It is a rather remarkahlo fact that 
every alderman on the Republican ticket 
was elected, and it shows the excellence 
of the nominations. Mr. Coffin in Ward 
Otto has had. experience nnd has time to 
attond to the duties; Mr. Fenno in Ward 
Two has been ono of the most valuahle 
members of the lower hoard; and the 
sanio is true of Mr. Bond, who met with 
undeserved opposition. Messrs. John- 
son, Pettee and liarbach had no opposi- 
tion, as they have proved their fitness, 
and in these wards the voters aro satis- 
fied if they find one good man for aider- 
man. Iu Ward Sevon Mr. Hamblen ran 
ahead of his ticket in nearly every ward 
in the city, and his return to the board 
will add strength to that body. 

The Quincy Patriot says of the 
speakership question: "Naturally, Mr. 
Barrett would bo his own successor, but 
he made such a lamentable failure of it 
last year that about all the old members 
who are reelected seem to be desirous of 
finding a new man. But who it will be 
doth not yet appear.” This seems to be 
the general sentiment of our exchanges, 
and of men who know anything about 
the last legislature. Next year there 
will probably be a close fight, and 
another legislature with the record of 
the last on«*, would make it needlessly 
difficult for the Republicans to win. 
Mr. Barrett ought to be defeated out of 
consideration for the welfure of his 
party. 

The defeat af Councilman Wiswall in 
Ward Two is much regretted by all who 
know his faithful services in the city 
council, in the water board and in the 
board of health. It was, no doubt, due 
to hiR residence being on the line be- 
tween Wards Two and Three, and not to 
any dissatisfaction or lack of apprecia- 
tion of his ability and faithfulness. It 
will be difficult for a new man to fill liis 
place, as bis experience made him a very 
valuable member. Nevertheless, Ward 
Two will as usual have two excellent 
members in the lower branch, and 
Messrs. Churchill and Mead will keep up 
the high reputation always enjoyed by 
representatives from this ward. The 
trouble seems to be that Ward Two has 
too many good men. 


The Newton Associated Charities, 
which has just perfected its organization, 
has accomplished much good the past 
year, the best part of which can not be 
put on paper. Just before Thanksgiving 
one of the city clergymen remarked that 
he had never known such a widespread 
spirit of charity and helpfulness to pre- 
vail in Newton. The unfortunate were 
carefully looked after, and no one was 
allowed to suffer, if their wants by any 
means could be guessed. The organiza- 
tion is well started and is certain to do 


Newton gave about the usual majori- 
ty for no license, only one precinct, Up- 
per Falls, in Ward Five, giving a majori- 
ty for license. Tills may he hecauso the 
fares and express charges to ami from 
Boston nre higher there than in other 
parts of the city. 

The Boston Herald says of our school 
committee election: "This week there 
has been a slight hreezo in the city 
of Newton, which the Herald hns dis- 
cussed. It has been dreided right, nnd 
the decision was given with emphasis by 
tho people.” 

The Springfield Republican hns inter- 
viewed members of the noxt General 
Court on tho biennial question and finds 
62 in favor, among whom is Representa- 
tive Gilman; non-committal 13, includ- 
ing Representative Raulett, and 20 
againBt. 

Mu. Baiiton carried one precinct in 
Ward Five and ono in Ward Two, one by 
throo and one by 18 votes, in all other 
wards and precincts Mr. Lawrence was 
ahead; total 610. 

High school boys of three years ago 
were able to vote last Tuesday, as might 
be inferred from the election returns.

The Communion, It* Nature and Value. 

Rov. K. A. White of the Unlvorsalht 
church preached last Sunday morning upon 
the topic: “The Communion, its nature 
and value.” He began by tracing the his- 
tory of this religious rite, showing how it 
originated in the Jewish commemorative 
feast of the l’assuver, of which Christ par- 
took according to his custom ns a Jew. on 
tho evening before his crucifixion. At this 
evening feast of the Passover, ( ’hrist gave 
n new menning and purpose to this rite, ami 
it passed henceforth in Its modified form 
Into the religious habits of the early nnd 
later church. In common with many other 
doctrines of tho early church, this rite lost 
its simplicity of meaning nnd form during 
the theologlcnl speculations of Inter centu- 
ries. It became Invested witli a profound 
mystery In the doctrine of Trnnsuhstnntin- 
tion ; meaning that the hrend and wine 
were literally changed into the body and 
blood of Christ at the blessing of the 
priest. At the time of the Reformation, 
Luther advanced the doctrine of Consub- 
stnntialion ; menning that the actual body 
and blood of Christ was present in the 
bread and wine, though those elements re- 
mained otherwise unchanged. The mod- 
ern meaning nnd value of this religious 
rite the speaker Insisted is not at all Im- 

{ mired by the many distortions to which it 
las been subjected by doctrinal specula- 
tions. The point in the sermon most em- 
phasized was, that the general characteris- 
tic and value of the Communion service as 
administered in the Universnlist church is 
as a commemorative rite. “This do ye-in 
remembrance of me.” The Christian faith 
rests upon an historic person. The sharp- 
est assaults of criticism leave 
untouched the great historic fact that 
the being Christ actually lived.Jsuffered, 
nnd died for the convictions he held, and 
the truths he exemplified. The church 
therefore perpetuates this Communion rite 
in grateful remembrance of its sublime 
founder. In doing this it falls in line with 
the deep and nbiding Impulse of human na- 
ture to commemorate in some way nnd 
form its heroes nnd benefactors. The 
speaker referred to the unveiling of the 
statue of Bruno at Rome, the recent gath- 
ering of tile admirers of Wendell Phillips, 
our national commemorative days, and the 
strewing of (lowers upon the graves of the 
heroic dead, as instances of this universal 
impulse to perpetuate the memory of the 

f ;rcnt nnd good. Obeying the same deep 
mpulse, the church in its communion ser- 
vice, recalls the supreme sacrifice of its he- 
roic founder. This service, far from being 
the residuum of a past superstition, is as 
reasonable as the commemoration of any na- 
tional hero, as deeply natural ns the im- 
pulse which devotedly garlands the graves 
of the dead. 

Properly Interpreted and celebrated, this 
may become one of the most helpful forms 
of religious culture. Referring to the con- 
troversy over the use of water instead of 
wine, the speaker favored the use of wa- 
ter. The most sensitive temperance senti- 
ment would then have no cause for com- 
plaint, while the commemorative value of 
the rite, or its helpfulness as a form of reli- 
gious worship, would not be impaired. 
The spirit of the rite is alone valuable, and 
the form sacred only so far as it conducts 
to a reverent remembrance of this sublime 
hero of the moral world. The sermon 
closed with an invitntion to all to remain 
nnd partake of the Communion, who sin- 
cerely felt it would be a moral benefit to 
them, “whether of this church or any 
church, or whether belonging to the church 
at all or not.”

1 hough retired of late years from the active 
ministry, he has frequently supplied the 
pulpit and conducted the Sunday work of 
vacant parishes, wherever duty called him. 
/.ii Allen's genial, modest nature and 
< hristian character endeared him to a 
large circle. He was twice married, and 
leaves a widow and three children.

A THANKSGIVING SERMON BY REV. Mil. 

HORNBROOKK. 

Is. 1, 26.— *• I will rcMore thy jn<l>fe» ft* »t the 
flrut, and thy counsellors an at the beginning, 
afterward then shall tie called the city of right • 
eonnnenn, the faithful city.” 

Modern Christianity, it seems to me, 
has often suffered, and even now suffers 
from a mistaken conception of its mis- 
sion and plaeo in the world. It lays too 
exclusive a stress upon the individual. To 
bring him under religious influence, and 
into the religious life often scorns to be 
not only the supreme, but the sole aim 
of the church. This grows in part out 
of the conviction that until the units of 
society are saved, it is of little use to try 
to do anything for tho general well being 
of communities, states, or nations. 

But such a view of the matter is par- 
tial and incomplete. It would he true if 
man were an unrelated unit — or if he 
were not dependent on the social environ- 
ment to help him. But no thinking per- 
son believes this. Every one who has 
worked for the salvation of man in coun- 
tries where the whole social and intel- 
lectual and moral life of the community 
was low and poor and perverse, has seen 
in that an obstacle to full success. lie 
learns by experience there, what is true, 
only in a less degree, at home, that no 
man can become all that he might he 
until the character ol the life about him 
aids him. 

Man's possibilities can not be realized 
alone. He needs the help which 
comes from the consciousness that 
he is supported in his noblest aims and 
highest aspirations by the collective 
moral life. He needs the help that comes 
in the manifestations of the mind and 
heart of the community, in the laws 
which express its purposes aud in the 
institutions which embody its character. 
According to the nature of all these will 
he rise higher or fall louver than of him- 
self he would or could have done. All 
forms of life must be redeemed from evil 
before any one can And a complete re- 
demption from his own. And the work 
of the church is incomplete aud inade- 
quate when it concerns itself, exclusive- 
ly, with the individual and forgets to | 
work for all thoso social and political 
conditions, which have so much to do 
with tho formation of character. Isaiah 
had no conception of salvation save that 
which came thro the salvation of the 
state. When the city is faithful and 
righteous the character of individuals 
will he as a natural consequence raised 
to the same height. 

At first sight, it might he thought 
there was nothing more apart from the 
moral life of the nation, nothing with 
which the church might concern itself 
less, than the way in which our civil ser- 
vice officials are appointed. It seems a 
mere matter of routine, in which no 
moral tendency is evident. 

“What difference does it make,” it is 
said, “so long as good meu appoint these 
officials— how they appoint them, and 
why need we care, so long as the ap- 
pointments made aie on the whole as 
good as they are?” But inquiries of this 
kind indicate a misunderstanding of the 
way in which evil conditions rise and 
flourish. It is a mistake to suiA>»»se that 
men, who are personally good, can do no 
harm. Under tho influence of a fixed 
set of opinions a good man may do more 
harm thau a had one. His confidence in 
the goodness of his intentions may blind 
him to the latent evil in the opinions 
which lie maintains. 

George III. was the best man, as an in- 
dividual, who ever sat on the throne ol 
England, yet no king ever exerted such a 
degrading and corrupting influence upon 
English politics. He was so sure that 
his way was right that it never seemed 
to occur to hi in that any method he 
thought good for its attainment could he 
wrong. The best and * wisest of 
mqn may he hindered or helped by the 
system under which they are compelled 
to act. The system adopted may he 
either so had that it will render the 
efforts of a good man almost fruitless, or 
it may he so well devised that the worst 
man may he forced in spite of himself to 
do in the main what is right. Systems 
are more powerful thau men, and when 
they are once established do more for 
the weal or woe of the nation than auy 
individual, however great or good. 

It is fitting, therefore, for us to inquire 
today, in regard to the relative moral 
tendency of a civil service based upon 
patronage and of one based upon merit. 

In making this comparison it is not nec- 
essary to suppose that only harm can 
come from the one, and only benefit from 
rlie other. There is no system of admin- 
istration so bad that some good may not 
he accomplished under it, aud none so 
good that it can prevent i\U possible evils. 

The whole matter resolves itself into 
this: admitting that both are equally 

I iraeticable— since both systems have 
ieen and are practiced, which one is 
likely to have the better influence upon 
the moral tone of the nation? Under 
the system of patronage which now 
largely prevails, appointments to the 
civil service are made by the party in 
power in the slate or najion. In theory, 
these appointments are in the hands of 
the chief executive— in practice, they are 
at the disposal of the leaders of the party 
in power, and often of the leaders of a 
smaller but more active portion of that 
party. Under a system of merit the 
places are open to those who have shown 
general capacity aud some fitness for the 
place they wish to occupy— while pro- 
motion to still higher positions is made 
to depend upon the faithfulness aud 
efficiency shown in tho lower ones. 
Merit so far as it can he ascertained in 
the particular case is the only condition 
of appointment to and continuance in 

oilier. 

Now what is the relative moral effect 
of these two systems, — first, upon those 
who make the appointment? under the 
patronage system, those whose political 
position renders them influential are sub- 
jected to the constant appeal of the office 
seeker. They desire to please their 
friends, and their friends want offices. 
The result is that their public service is 


often reduced to the t4iak of obtaining all 
the places they can for their friends or 
adherents. Anxiety nhout tho diatrilm- 
lion of the offices is only too apt to 
divert them from other ami more impor- 
tant. matters. Whatever energy of 
mind they have is frittered away in 
labors of this kind. At first many of 
them are annoyed and vexed at being ex- 
pected to perform such trivial duties. 
But what, men do, they are apt at last to 
consider important, and so the man who 
begins with attending to these trivial 
duties because he must, is apt to end by 
exaggerating their importance. Every- 


thing seems to depend upon thorn, and forior typos of men only enter into public

their faithful and conscientious perform- 
ance. If the motives which prompt 
men's conduct make the difference be- 
tween them it is easy enough to see in 
this case which ot t lie two encourages 
the development of the higher form of 
moral character. 

But 1 think greatest differoice in the 
moral inffuenco of these two systems is 
to he found in the character of tho men 
which each tends to bring into public life, 
and into the civil service of tho nation.

What more pitiable spectacle can thero 
be than that of moil with intellects capa- 
ble of dealing with great questions, and 
whose undivided attention to the inter- 
ests of the country might he of priceless 
value, using up tho larger part of their 
time and forco, in securing for their 
friends their due portion of provender 
from tho public crib! Do you say there 
is nothing immoral in this? Nothing, it 
may he granted, directly or intentionally 
wrong, but when a man who might coin- 
pass great good for his country by the 
use of the powers that have been given 
him, is prevented from using them— 
harm so far is dono. To lessen a man’s 
moral value in the service of tho state is 
almost a crime. But a more direct 
moral effect is made possible in the fact, 
that in determining the character of 
these appointments men are always 
tempted to act from motives of expedi- 
ency rather than of right. Tho best man, 
so far as the particular place is concerned, 
is not always| the one* best adapted to 
advance the political interests of the one 
who makes the appointment, while he 
who can help him most may he the one 


service, then these results eventually en- 
sue : Either public life is regarded with dis- 
like and contempt by tho best men, or else 
the nation is taught to honor position as 
more than diameter. It will ho of little 
use for parents to instruct their children 
in reverence for the dignity of tho state,* 
when no real worth appears in those who 
are its visible agents, and it will he hard 
work to make them believe that character 
and ability are cherished when the action 
of tho community indicates that it cares 
nothing about thorn, compared with the 
arts of manipulating votes, and success 
in dealing with the small details of 
politics. 

There is nothing which is tend- 
ing to keep tho ablest and best men 
out of the service and apart from the 
politics of their county, than the feeling 
which prevails, and which every day 
grows stronger, that the public service 
is no place for a man who wishes, aside 
from tho performance of his public 
duties, to think and act for himself. Tho 
soul of a true man revolts from tho 
thought of dictation from without. He 
is willing to he tho servant of the public, 
hut not the hireling of a party, or of the 
man who happens to rule in the party. 

Under a system of patronage he may he 
free, hut often it is only too true that tho 
possession of tho office is purchased by 
the sacrifice of the man. Evon when 
this is not so, thero remains the fact that

We pension the man who carried a 
musket for three months, hut wo have 
nothing but neglect for the man who has 
served it with sacrifices just as great for 
thiity years. And the reason is that we 
do not regard office as a service to the 
nation, hut as a reward of party service. 
We need not be surprised then that our 
best young men do not care for tho pub- 
lic service. The pay is small, the tenure 
insecure, the terms often humiliating, 
and the honor nothing, because the cause 
of the appiutmeut is not so much merit 
as caprice or the petty exigencies of 
party. 

Any system which hinders the best life 
of the nation from desiring the public 
service, hilt which at the same time en- 
courages the time servers, or those who 
like Mieawher are always waiting for 


remains that men will sacrifice the 
best interests of the community to 
their political ambitions. Every time 
a man yields under the stress 
of what is often a most terrible 
solicitation, ho diminishes his moral 
force. To act from a lower motive when 
action from a higher one was possible is 
a sure preparation for a time in which 
the higher motives can no longer make 
any impression. And nothing can he 
said of a man worse than that. 

There are still more definite tend- 
encies to wrong due to this system of 
patronage. A man is elected to office, or 
he is influential and has political aspira- 
tions. He wants friends— and he believes 
that tho best way to make friends is to 
get them offices. At the same time he 
knows that many of those whose support 
he desires are not fit for the places to 
which they aspire. Ho is too much of a 
man to he willing to sacrifice the public 
good even to his own advancement. 
Still, lie wishes the good will of the 


lie long lifo journey, which began 
oightv-two veins ago in tho old city of

It was during his residence here, in 
the vicinity of Tarry town, that lie con- 
nected himself by a public profession 
with the Old Dutch Church of Sleepy 
Hollow, though in what year precisely 
there are no records at hand just now to 
show lie was a man of strong religious 
feeling, and of great gentleness aud re- 
fined purity of character, and, living the 
life he did, it is not strange that lie 
should have been chosen an officer in 
the First Reformed Church. He re- 
tained his connection witli that church, 
and faithfully discharged the duties of 
his position fora number of years.

At length Mr. Deutsch removed to Sing 
Sing, then to Linden, New Jersey, and 
finally to Newton Centre, Mass., about 
eight miles out of Boston.

toils them it means nothing at all. A 
system which fosters a course of lying 
and deceit like this is not calculated to 
make us a truthful nation, it is true 
that these practices might and do happen 
in affairs outside politics, hut that only 
makes it all the more important that t lie 
state should uot encourage them. 

And there is a worse moral condition 
which this system of patronago tends to 
develop. It makes men feel that the 
offices belong to t heir party, their part of 
the party, even to themselves, and that 
they are the means by w liicli their political 
debts are to ho paid, and their political in- 
fluence secured. Instead of these places 
being deemed as for the good of tho 
country, they arc regarded as for the 
good of the “boss.” This brings about 
a state of things in which tiie promise of 
office for political work is regarded as a 
legitimate act. But what right has any 
man, or any set of men to subordinate the 
public welfare to their personal gain? To 
doso is of the essence of sin. What right 
have they to offer an office for political 
adherence. I must confess that I see 
little difference between those who bribe 
men with money aud those who bribe 
men with offices, or the promise of them. 
And that good men think that it is wrong 
to do the one, and right to do the other, 
hut shows how this system of patronage 
in which most of us Lave always lived, 

I has done to pervert the moral judg- 
ments of those who really intend the 
good of the state. 

, Now while all these tendencies would 
not he made impossible by any system, 
however well devised, based upon merit, 
it would at least not aggravate them. It 
would enable men in office to look at 
public measures in the light of great 
principles, instead ol in the obscuration of 
petty details. If a man had a capacity 
for a large view of affairs lie would ho 
permitted to use it, without being troubl- 
ed hy the thought that in so doing he 
was losing his influence, aud if a man 
was small to begin with, he would not be 
made smaller hy being allowed to im- 
agine that lie was doing important work, 
because he was busy in peddling offices. 

Under a system based upon merit, 
determined by. those outside their control, 
men will not he any better to begin with, 
hut they will he free from the solicita- 
tions to become worse than they are in- 
clined to he— under it, men need not 
resort to demoralising .subterfuges, or 
allowed to think that it was more 
respectable to secure adherence hy the 
gift of an office, than the gift of a barrel 
of flour, 

Aud no.v let us notice the relative moral 
influence exerted hy these systems upon 
those who are appointed. Under the 
system of patronage the civil service is 
made up to a great extent of those who 
have friends at court, under a system of 
merit it would he composed of the most 
capable. Under the one it is a matter of 
chance, under the other a result of pre- 
paration and experience. If we believe 
us we roust, that to trust to chance in- 
stead of to well directed effort is a 
deteriorating element in a man s char- 
acter, then there can lie no question us to 
the relative moral effect of the two 
systems. Agaiu under a system of 
patrouuge those who are appointed im- 
agine that so long as they are iu favor 
with the appointing power, it makes no 
difference iu what a perfunctory way 
they perforin their duties, while under a 
system of merit everything depends upon 


expediency of putting this man in or 
that man out. 1 believe there are thous- 
ands of young men able, cultivated, 
trained, and upright, who would he only 
too glad to devote themselves to political 
life, it it were one which called forth 
effort for the great purposes which are 
always included in political action. 

Any system which lessens the possi- 
bility oft h 


ho appearance of such men iu 
public affairs is a source of moral wrong, 
for to keel) the best elements out of 
sight is to lessen the moral power of the 
nation. A system of appointments made 
upon the knowledge of merit, so far as it 
is possible to ascertain it, would tend to- 
ward making public position in itself a 
badge of honor; it would make tho host 
among us glad and proud to serve their 
country in whatever position they were 
best fitted to serve it; it would prompt 
them to devote all that was best in them 
to the best interests of the nation. And 
in political life it would bring to the 
front a class of meu who would give a 
newer and different tune to out political 
discussions. Tho conflict of parties 
would become more and moro the con- 
flict of great principles, not what they so 
often now are— mere contests between 
those who have and those who want the 
offices. Our political campaigns would 
he more educational and less intlainma- 
tory; opportunity will he given lor the 
moral aspect of great questions to make 
itself felt and recognized. The men de- 
veloped hy political careers would ho 
those who were contending for what 
they actually believed, rather than for 
what they think they must say iu order 
that their friends might not be sacrificed 
to the vengeance of the other side. With 
any system of appointments, there would 
still he evils in our public life. 1 do uot 
suppose that the best system of civil ser- 
vice would cure them all. But I do 
believe that tho effect of a system based 
upon merit would uot encourage any of 
the evils which flow out of the system of 
patronage, aud that it would t ail forth 
those latent elements in the nation's life, 
which would muke it easier for men to 
do right, aud for parties to work for the 
larger purpose. 

People sometimes say that the church 
ought to concern itself with the salva- 
tion of men aud women. So it ought. 
But then we must never forget that theo- 
logical discussions aud lectures upon 
moral abstractions are uot the only 
means of moral influence. Our natures 
are influenced more than we imagine hy | 
the forms of art, hy the practices of ! 
business, hy the tone of political discus- I 
sion, hy the methods of government, and | 
hy the character of those who are most 
prominent ii. its administration. Every 
action of government is a miaul object 
lesson, and exerts an influence upon the 
formation of a people’s character, as oo- 
tent and often more pervasive than that 
of the pulpit or the press. All forms of 
human activity are teachers either of 
righteousness or unrighteousness, ami 
that church lias only fulfilled its mission 
iu part, which thinks it must stand aloof 
from all these, as if they were nothing to 
it, or which fails to exert its influence to 
bring them into correspondence aud al- 
liance witli those ideals of right, with 
which it seeks to iuspire those who wor- 
ship at its shrine.

At the meeting of the Boston Congre- 
gational club, Monday evening, there Wit* u 
spirited dismission of the topic, "The 
creeds of ottr Congrcgntlonnl churches: 
Shall they lie used as tests In the admission 
of members?” by Rev. I)r. Walcott 
Calkins of Newton. He took very decided 
ground in tbo matter. He asserted Unit. up 
to a hundred years ago. there was never in 
a Congregational church in New England a 
single limn excluded because he could not 
assent to the creed. The creed that our 
fathers first proposed meant something: 
now they have dwindled into puny, color- 
less creeds which meant little or nothing. 
Such creeds never did work and never can 
be made to. Ask nothing hut a converted 
heart. The Rev. Dr. Plumb agreed with 
Mr. Calkins. The Rev. Dr. E. B, Webb 
did not agree at all. “We want,” lie said, 
‘'men with Intellectual convictions as well 
ns m iral convictions— not a body of flesh 
and bones with no prod in it. Let us pro- 
fess the creeds and. like honest men, live 
tip to them.” Dr. Win. Barrows of Reading 
said tlmt one tiling was repentance of sin 
and faitli iu Jesus Christ. The Rev. Dr. 
Gordon most heartily agreed witii Dr. 
Calkins in that the test should he a test of 
character. A Christian was a gentleman, 
and he might he taken into a church even 
if he could not subscribe to some nurts of 
the creed. The Rev. Dr. Pomeroy believed 
in the necessity of a creed, but did not 
hold that the Congregational creed was the 
onlv creed. The Rev. Dr. Retten Thomas 
of Brookline did notbelievein the necessity 
of intellectual convictions, and said that 
ho would not keep a man out of his church 
on the single reason that he was uneducat- 
ed and could not read or write. Mr. Geo, 
R. Fiske was the last to speak, agreeing 
that a creed must exist, hut not in mnking 
its full acceptance a necessity lor admis- 
sion.

HIGH SERVICE. 

THK WATER HOARD MAKES A COMPRIO 
IfKNNIVP. REPORT. 

The Wafer Board marie its report to 
the City Council. Wednesday evening, in 
regard to the petition for high service. 
Tlie report states that Mr. A. Fteley, 
Chief Engineer of the New York 
aqueduct commission, acted with City 
Engineer Noyes, as consulting engineer. 
The subject is considered under three 
separate heads, 1st, all questions relating 
( to tlie increase of the water supply, 
wliich would cost $'.(8,500 
2nd, furnishing a domestic supply to 
all parts of the city, including Chestnut 
1 Hit., estimated cost, $95,369 60. 

3rd. perfecting the tire service upon 
the highest elevations in the city, esti- 
mated cost $88,405. 

Tlie first is regaided as imperatively' 
necessary, and should he done at once, 
the second would answer the immediate 
w nits of people living in tlie higher parts 
of the city, and the third can be post- 
poned for a few years, and tins the hoard 
recommends. The figures do not include 
estimates for land, land damage, or 
damage for the taking of water. Two 
acres would be needed on Wahan hill, 
for the high service reservoir. The sub- 
stance of the recommendations are given 
in the following detailed report of ex- 
penditures. 

Fir«l item, for increasing your water supply 
and the capacity of yoor pumping-station: 

For extending a filtering conduit from 
the end of tne present gallery to Na- 
hanton street, as described in report, 
together with all neceseary connec- 
tion with Altering gallery, manhole,

Mr. Goodrich s Organ Recital. 

An organ recital was given in Eliot 
church on Wednesday evening, this he 
ing the first of a number to be given at 
intervals through the winter. A large 
audience was present to enjoy the pro- 
gram, which was made up of composi- 
tionsof the highest order. Mr. Goodrich 
was ably assisted by Mr. Willis Nowell, 
violinist, Mr. W. H. Dunham, tenor, and 
Mr. Milo Benedict, pianist 

It is certainly somewhat remarkable 
that a city of the size of Newton can 
turn out such a large audience at an or- 
gan recital, when in Boston it is impos- 
sible to get an audience of over two or 
three hundred to hear a skilled organist. 
It was also somewhat remarkable to see 
the audience applaud as little as they 
did when, from every evidence, both at 
that time and since the recital, they 
showed that they enjoyed so much these 
different numbers. Mr. Uuuham sang 
delightfully, as he always does, the beau- 
tiful selection from Rebekah being par- 
ticularly eujoyable. Mr. Nowell played 
tlu* Bach Aria with great sympathy and 
feeling, while tlie Bruch Fantasie brought 
into play all his powers as an executaut; 
the demands of the composition were 
fully met. This Fantasie was origiually 
written for violiu, harp and orchestra, 
being played last winter for the first 
time iu Boston. A delightful effect was- 
tlie use of a pianoforte with the organ 
in this composition, the crisp uotes of 
the piano in place of tlie harp against 
the sustained organ tone making an ex- 
ceedingly effective accompauimeut for 
the solo instrument. 

As to the work of Mr. Goodrich, it de- 
mands more tliau a word. He inis by 
this recital demonstrated that he has 
gained the right to be considered among 
tlie best solo organists iu Boston and vi- 
cinity. ilis work was careful, thorough 
and solid. He treats the organ as an in- 
strument which can be made full of ex- 
o ress ion, and does not draw out one set 
of stops and play a whole selection w ith 
them, as some organists have a fondness 
fordoing. The Adagio fiom King Man- 
fred and the Pastorale by Grieg were ar- 
rangements by Mr. Goodrich from or- 
chestral works, and lie also played the 
organ accompaniment to Mr. Nowell 
from the full orchestral score, a feat 
which many of our organists would de- 
cline with thanks. We sincerely say 
that the people who were fortunate 
enough to hear the recital, heard several 
very difficult pieces thoroughly ami sat- 
isfactorily played, and sometime will 
I realize that they would have t > travel far 
and wide before they could find many 
organists who would do what Mr. Good- 
rich did so well. 

Mr. Milo Benedict added much to the 
pleasure of the cveuiug. by his pianoforte 
accompaniments to several of the tram- 
heis, that w hich we have mentioned, to 
, the Bruch Fautasie being particularly 
effective.

Tho superintendent of burial grounds 
made his annual report, stating that all 
the grounds were in good condition save 
the one in West Newton; the old tomb in 
jtlie Centre street yard needed rebuild- 
ing. There had been 12 interments dur- 
ng the year. 

A communication was received from 
Walter Thorpe, stating that on Nov. 7 he 
was thrown out of his carriage by collid- 
ing with an improperly located and un- 
lighted lamp post, in the early part of 
the evening, on Ceutre near Ward street. 
His shoulder was dislocated, and his 
carriage and harness broken. Ho asked 
for payment of damages for injuries re- 
ceived; referred to claims committee. 

Mrs. Mary J. Davis asked for gravel 
sidewalks with edge stones on Water 
town street. 

D. S. Farnham asked for license to 
build shed 12 by 54 for harness closet on 
Centre street, Ward 0. Hicks & Pringle 
gave notice of intention to build a house 
on Hunnewell place. Ward 7. 

Alderman Harbach from the highway 
committee .reported work done in refer- 
ence to petitions, including the widening 
of Waverly avenue, and also a long list of 
petitions in reference to sidewalks which 
were granted aud orders passed for their 
construction. 

In response to the petition of II. H. 
Bead and others an order for the laying 
out of Glenwood avenue from Parker 
street to Ridge avenue was presented 
and hearings granted for Dec. 23, before 
both branches. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach, $450 
was transferred from the appropriation 
for laud damages to that for sidewalks 
and street crossings. 

The $1611 received from the Newton 
Street Railway company for new mate- 
rial was added t<» the appropriation for 
Highway general repairs. 

The report of the water board in re- 
gard to High Service was presented, and 
an order passed appointing next Mon- 
day evening for its consideration and 
discussion. Copies were furnished 
members, and an abstract of its provi- 
sions will he found elsewhere. 

Geo. S. Peck was granted a license as 
auctioneer. 

Residents of Webster street, Ward 1, 
asked for a street lamp. 

Alderman Toltnan presented an ordi- 
nance that no persons should he allowed 
to parade on tho streets with flags, mu- 
sic, bells, drums, or singing, except in 
case of funerals or other occasions when 
an escort ot police was furnished, unless 
they had a special license. It was re- 
ferred to the committee on ordinances. 

Two thousand dollars was transferred 
from the sheet lamp appropriation, 
$1,000 being added to that for elections 
»utd registration and $1,000 to the mis- 
cellaneous fund. ” 

Alderman Toltnan moved that the 
amendment in regard to care of police 
signal system he taken from the table 
and amended, so that tho chief of lire de- 
partment (should have charge of the 
care and maintenance under the direc- 
tion and control of the City Marshall. 

Alderman Pettee objected to having 
the chief of fiie department in any degree 
under the direction of the city marshal, 
as no man could serve two masters ami 
it would cause conflicts and confusion. 
Ijuiti* a lengthy discussion followed in 
which both Marshal Richardson and 
Chief iiixhy spoke. The former said 
that the City Matshal should control the 
police signal system.’ and this was done 
hi all cities, many of them having a city

Mr. C. A. Dickinson of BerkeleyTentple, 
Boston, then gave a short but very help- 
ful address, taking for his main topic, 
the “Conditions of Highest Success.” 
lie said he was glad to know that the 
Christian Endeavor enthusiasm is grow- 
ing and he wanted to know that the 
churches are feeling their success. 
Every young person should feel lie was 
called of God into the service of Christ. 
The second condition to success, was a 
willingness to testify for Christ. Even 
if it were a stumbling testimony, if given 
for Christ IIo could use it. We often let 
our friends be lost before we are ready 
to opeu our lips to speak. It bad been 
his experience that some young people 
objected to the iron clad pledge, and in 
fact to all pledges, from principle. Most 
business is done on the principle of 
pledges, and the speaker presented a 
note, railroad and rebate tickets as illus- 
trations of pledges we are evety day ac- 
cepting. Our pledge is a recognition of 
the obligation we owe to Christ. 

The meeting closed by singing the C.E. 
National hymn and the C.E. benedittion, 
“The Lord watch between Thee and me, 
while we are absent one from the other.”

A Word out of the Past. 

When Elijah Morse, the master of 
Stove Polish, and Congiessman from 
Massachusetts, succeeds in reorganizing 
Harvard University, and becomes per- 
chance the head of that heretical institu- 
tion, ho will of course at once remodel 
tho courses iu political economy. But 
we warn him now that ho must' not stop 
there. Every subject must bo most care- 
fully examined. What could seem moie 
harmless than the chunuiug adventures 
of Telemnchus, son of Ulysses. And yet 
the good Fenclon, the witty Archbishop 
of Cam bray, was a more open free trader 
than President Eliot himself. Hero is a 
bit of seduction from the third book, 
worthy of Ilenry George. 

“How is it,” said I to Narbal,” that 
the Phoeniciens have become the masters 
of tho commerce ot all tho earth, aud 
that they enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of all tho other people?” “You 
see,” hu replied, “that the city of Tyro is 
favorably situated for commerce. It is 
our native country which has the glory 
of having invented navigation. The 
Tyrians were the Hist, if one can credit 
what is related from (lie most obscure 
antiquity, who conquered tho waves a 
long time bcfoio tho age of Typhis and 
the Argouaules, so much vaunted in 
Greece; they wore, Isay, the first who 
dared to commit themselves to a frail 
vessel at the mercy of tho waves and 
the tempest, who sounded the depths of 
the sea, ,who observed tho stars at a 
distance from land, according to tho 
sciuuce of the Egyptians aud Babyloniuns, 
in short, who reunited so many people 
that the sea hud separated. Thu Tyrians 
are industrious, putiont, laborious, neat, 
sober, and economical; they liuvo a 
strict police; they are perfectly iu uccord 
among themselves; never have a people 
been more constunt, more sincere, more 
faithful, more to be relied on or courteous 
to ull si r. agent. 

These are the meuns without seeking 
for other reasons, which give to thorn 
the empire of tho sea, and which make 
ilourish iu their ports so lucrutivu a com- 
merce. If division aud jealousy should 
come amongst them, if the chief ones of 
tho nation despised economy, if they 
lacked good faith toward strangers, if 
they altered ever so little the rules of a 
free commerce, if they neglected (heir 


manufactures and censed to make tho 
grnnrost advances which are necessary to 
render their merchandise perfect, each 
according to Hs kind, you would see this 
powor which you admit immediately 
fall.” 

“But explain to mo,” said I, “tho true 
reasons of establishing in Ithaca a 
similar commerce.” He ropliod to me, 
"Do bh they have done bore: receive 
well and kindly all strangers; let them 
find in your ports safety, convenience, 
and entiro freedom. Bo steady in the 
regulations of your commorce, that thoy 
bo simple and easy. 

Especially never attempt to restrict tho 
freedom of commerce in order to turn it 
to your own views. The prince should 
novor meddle with it for fear of restrict- 
ing its freedom, and ho should leave all 
to the profft of Ids subjects who carry it 
on; otherwise ho will discourage them; 
he will derive from it many advantages 
because of the great wealth which will 
enter into his states. Commerce is like 
some springs, if you should turn them 
from their courso, you would make them 
dry up. It is nothing but profit and con- 
venience which attracts strangers amone 
you; if you give to them a commerce less 
convenient and less useful, they will 
withdraw and will return no more, be- 
cause other people profiting by your im- 
prudence draw them to tlicmseives and 
accustom them to do without you. I 
must even own to you, that for some 
time tho glory of Tyre has been greatly 
obscured. O! had you seen it, my dear 
Telemachus, before Pygmalion's reign, 
you would liavo been much more aston- 
ished. You now find here only the sad 
remains of a grandeur which hastens to 
its ruin. O wretched Tyro; into what 
hands art thou fallen. Tho sea formerly 
brought the tribute of ail tho nations of 
of the earth. 

Pygmalion fears everything both from 
foreigners and his own subjects. Instead 
of opening his ports, according to our 
ancient custom, to all the most distant 
nations with an entire freedom, he uses 
artifice to ensnare tho merchants and 
conHscato their effects. ' He harasses the 
merchants whom lie thinks the richest; 
he establishes under various pretences 
new imports. Trade therefore lan- 
guishes; foreigners by degrees forget the 
way to Tyre, which was formerly so well 
known to them; and if Pygmalion does 
not oliance his conduct, our power and 
glory will soon be transported to some 
other people better governed than we.

THE PRESIDENCY. 


A very interesting contest is now going 
on over the presidency ot the common 
couucil. The two leading candidates are 
Mr. Hyde of Ward Five and Mr. Luke of 
Ward Three, and according to the latest 
reports they have each the same number 
of supporters, with some four members 
unpledged, who will thus bo able to de- 
cide tho matter. The fact that the offi- 
cial to be chosen has a seat in the school 
board makes the mattor of more import- 
ance than it would be otherwise. 

Both have made excellent councilmen 
and are well fitted to preside over the 
meetings of the council. The locality 
argument is used in favor of Mr. Hyde, 
as Ward Five has never had the office, 
although one of its representatives came 
very near getting it in the early days of 
the city, but was finally defeated by 
Ward Three. The latter ward has had it 
moro years than any other ward, and its 
representative has held it the past year. 
The other wards particularly favored are 
Ward Seven, which held the office uuder 
Mr. Henry, Mr. Powers and Mr. French; 
Ward Six, under Messrs. Bartou and 
Burr, and Ward One under Mr. Coffin. 
The friends of Mr. Hyde urge that it is 
time that Ward Five was brought in out 
of the cold, and as the other wards 
which have never had the office send 
new men, it would evideutly belong to 
Ward Five if any attention is to he paid 
to the locality argument. 

The Ward Three people, however, 
think, that the locality argument is en- 
titled to no weight, and modestly claim 
that the position clearly belongs to Mr. 
Luke, who has made many warm friends 
since he became a member of the city 
government, and is a clear-headed and 
efficient worker. Without attempting to 
decide the contest, there are clear advan- 
tages ou both sides. Mr. Hyde is a wide 
awake and pushing young business man, 
as might he expected from a resident of 
Newton Highlands, and lias dono a good 
deal towards building up the city by in- 
ducing people to come here aud invest in 
real estate. The training in his profes- 
sion would euable Inin to transact busi- 
ness with ueatuess aud despatch, and 
with a careful regard for the interests of 
the city. Mr. Luke, on the other baud, 
is in the baukiug business aud is said to 
be a very shrewd financier. If any un- 
expected sum of money had to be raised 
next year it might he handy to have him 
in the chair, and his experience in dis- 
counting promises for just what they are 
worth might counterbalance Mr. Hyde’s 
skill in so satisfying both parties to a 
bargain that each will think he hascome 
out ahead. 

Both candidates represent the younger 
element in Newton politics, have shown 
themselves faithful aud efficient workers 
in the common council, and are well 
fitted to fill tho place of the distin- 
guished gentlemen who have held the 
jffice hefoie them. Just now it is ditli- 
cuU to tell who will win, and it will 
probably require the vote of the caucus 
to tell which is to gather in the un- 
pledged members. The campaign is 
buing so avell managed by the friends of 
cacti that it is hardly necessary for the 
newspapers to express any preference. 


THE HIGH SERVICE PROBLEM. 


The long-expected report of tho water 
board in regard to high service was made 
to the city council at tho Wednesday 
evening meeting and the size of the sum 
required will prove an unpleasant sur- 
prise to the public. Tho high service 
problem, it appears, is not tho ouly one 
to be solved ; there is the necessity of in- 
creasing tho supply, which the board 
thinks should bo attended to at once, the 
last legislature having given permission 
to do this, aud it is thought that 1,000,000 
more gallons a day will answer the needs 
of the city for a number of years. This 
will cost $08,000, and then comes the 
high service with a demand for $05,360.50 
more, not counting the cost of tho laud 
for the standpipe, or covered masonry 
reservoir. Then there is another item of 
$88,465 for the perfecting of the fire ser- 
vice on the higher elevations, although 
the board says this last will not be nec- 
essary for a few years. 

The whole sum involved is something 
like $300,000, about three times what any 
one expectod, although it may be un- 
avoidable. Tho consulting engineer was 
Mr. A. Fteley, chief engineer of the New 
York Aqueduct Commission, who evi- 
deutly has tho New York largeness of 
view in regard to public enterprises. 

All this expense may be necessary and 
unavoidable, hut the whole thing will 
bear discussion and this it undoubtedly 
will have in the city council, before any 
step is taken. The details of the esti- 
mated expense are presented elsewhere, 
together with as full an abstract of the 
report as it is possible to give this week. 
It will come up for discussion next Mon- 
day evening, and there is little danger in 
prophecying that it will be handed over 
as a legacy to the next city government. 
It is too important a matter to be de- 
cided upou in the few weeks remaining 
of the preseut year. 


Newtox was iu the fashion in having 
a close city election this year, the suc- 
cessful candidate in Salem having only 
124 plurality, in Lowell 105. iu Newbury- 
port 90, in New Bedford 70, aud in the 
other cities which have recently held 
elections the margin was about equally 
narrow. In Boston Mayor Hart only had 
5,115 plurality, which for the size of the 
vote was about as close as tho coutest in 
Newton. The Australian ballot law or 
something else makes this a great year 
for the opposition candidates. 


Ex-President Cleveland evidently 
still has the courage of his conviction, 
and his speech at the Boston Merchants’ 
dinner can he endorsed by all citizens, 
without regard to party. He set forth 
iu very frank language some of the most 
immediate dangers to our system of gov- 
ernment and apuealed for patriotism in- 
stead of selfishness in dealing with pub- 
lic questions. Ballot.roforni and civil 
service reform are two of the great is- 
sues now before the country. 


Tue speakership contest appears to 
have uarrowed down to Mr. Bairett aud 
Mr. Ward well, and the opposition to the 
speaker of the last house does wisely to 
cnuceutrate its forces, as it thus has a 
greater chance of success. The selec- 
tion of Mr. Barrett, with his record of 
last year, would not only he amisfortuue 
to the party hut to the state. With 
scarcely an exception all the reputable 
pa]ters in the slate are against Mr. 
Barrett. 


Tue Atlantic Monthly still holds its 
iiigii rank among the monthly inaga- 
| zuiOH, aud has not fallen under New York 
| influences, which have proved so de- 
structive to the once high standard of 
scholarship maintained by the North 
American Review. The Atlantic still 
has its home iu Boston, and appeals to 
the more intelligent class of readers. 
Its prospectus for the coming year oilers 
a solid list of attractions.

The tAffice of chairman is a very im- 
portant one and he should possess the 
confidence of all the members. Mr. Hol- 
lis is probably the one mau on the board 
to whom there could be no opposition, as 
he has uot been identified with any of 
tho recent troubles and hence would lie 
likely to receive a unanimous vote. Hu 
would have no friends to reward nor 
enemies to punish, aud his fairness and 
straightforward honesty are known by 
all men. It is of the highest importance 
to the city that tire board should com- 
mand the confidence of the public aud 
with Mr. Hollis as chairman a long step 
would he taken iu this direction. The 
people who voted against the late 
majority iu the hoard are not vindictive 
nor revengeful, they had their opinions 
aud expressed them, aud they are willing 
to take tho board ’;ow upon its merits, 
aud to give it their approval if it shall 
prove worthy of it. If it shall adopt an 
open aud straightforward policy, and pas*» 
all measuics, aud decide all questions on 
their merits, that is all the people ask.

THK ORGANIZATION COMPLETED WITH A 
MEMIlEftflltlP OF HIXTY. 

Tiie Newton Veteran Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, after several preliminary meet- 
ings, completed its organization at Al- 
len’s school hall, West Newton, last 
Wednesday evening, and starts off under 
the most favorable auspices, witli a 
membership of about sixty. 

Its constitution, modelled after that of

Board of Health. 

The board of health and representa- 
tives of the executive committee and 
trustees of the Newton Cottage Hospital 
held a joint meeting at the Cottage Hos- 
pital, Woodland, Wednesday afternoon. 
The subject of establishing at the hos- 
pital wards for tlie care and treatment 
of contagious diseases, and the building 
of a morgue on the hospital grounds, 
was considered. Dr. Whiston, Mayor 
Burr, Mr. Otis Pettee, Mr. E. T. Wiswall 
and others spoke in favor of the projects, 
and alluded to the necessity of immedi- 
ate action in securing tlie features named. 
At the conclusion of the discussion, the 
regular business of the board of health 
was transacted. Dr. J. F. Frisbie read a 
paper defining the position of the board 
in cases of membraneous croup. He al- 
luded to bis request last summer that 
membraneous croup be added to the list 
of diseases to hb reported to tlie board 
of health and since that time it lias 
beeu placed on the list of diseases dan- 
gerous to public health by town, city 
and state boards of health. Many phy- 
sicians ibelieve it to be a form of diph- 
theria and it certainly is sometimes fol- 
lowed by true diphtheria, and be quoted 
from prominent specialists in favor of 
this position. It is also hardly to be dis- 
tinguished from diphtheria, and both 
the Boston and the State boards of health 
class it witli diphtheria, and the same 
restrictive and precautionary measures 
should be followed. The Iowa board of 
health has also just classed it witli diidi- 
tlieria as coutagious and to be guarded 
as closely. 

Orders amending the rules and regu- 
lations of the board, offered by Dr. 
Frisbie, were laid on tlie table for future 
action. A communication from C. E. 
Eddy, relative to the Oakland street 
drain was received and laid over until a 
future meeting. Messrs. Otis Pettee and 
E. T. Wiswaii wore appointed a commit- 
tee oh the apportionment of benefits oil 
the Clinton street drain. It was stated 
informally by a member of the board 
that citizens had suggested indirectly 
that tlie board should provide teams for 
the collection of house offal and night 
soil, giving up tlie present contract sys- 
tem. A petition relating to the subject 
may be sent to the board. The matter 
was not discussed as it was simply 
brought up in an informal maiiuer.

California Correspondence 

Oakland, December, 1881) 

To the Editor of tlie Graphic: 

The medical colleges of tho Pacific 
coast arc just now graduating a now 
tlock of M. D.s, and among the number 
are a few lady graduates. In early times 
in California, good physicians were very 
scarce, and quacks, who know precious 
little about the profession, were found 
putting out their signs or “shingles” and 
getting inure or less practice ami making 
largo bills. 

It is said that when society was quite 
young here, there was no real medical 
profession, but even former barbers and 
hoot blacks were found acting as doctors, 
and if their profession got into discredit 
in one locality it was easy to move iuto 
anotlier portion of tlie country ami try 
again. In this way they would at length 
pick up a little expeiience and then get 
along better. 

Kvou the first organized medical sso- 
eiution is reported as having done hut 
little, excepting to settle upon a big feu- 
hill. In an old medical journal the writ- 
er lias access to, it is stated that the foe- 
hill for a single visit or for advice was 
two ounces of gold-dust, or $12,011, while 
charges for amputation were so largo 
that citizens were fearful of losing their 
limbs for tlie benefit of science. 

In 1850 hills were reduced so much 
that a doctor's feu for advice or one visit, 
fell to half uii ounce, or eight dollars. 
The late Dr. Gibbons of San Francisco 
wrote once, that having just then, in 
1850, arrived here from Philadelphia, 
where one dollar was the usual fee for 
advice, he doubted whether it was in his 
power to do eight dollar’s worth of good 
at one silting. But after paying for 


n shave and $200 in advanco for an up- 
stairs room for an office, with chances of 
being burned out before midnight, lie 
was inducoii to aecept the hall ounco 
fcc|with an easy conscience.

‘Never mind tho 
change!’ ho exclaimed, contompuously. 
•All I want is to get well!’ 1 stood a few 
moments thinking of angels in disguise, 
and over since have entertained tlie most 
kindly feeling toward California beg- 
gars.” 

To show what a many-tongued stato 
California is it is only necessary to men- 
tion one fact in connection witli tho 
Thanksgiving dinner given by the Y. M. 
C. Association of San Francisco. It lias 
long been customary for tho association 
to give a dinner to all members who are 
away from their homes on this day, usu- 
ally a large number. On Thanksgiving 
day, this year, thero were over 200 young 
men who sat down to an excellent din- 
ner furnished by friends, prominent 
among whom wero Mrs. Leland Stan- 
ford, Mr. Alexander, Mrs. Win. Crocker, 
etc.

ATHENS OF TO-DAY. 


Its Court nml King— The Royal Pnlnce and 

Gardens— Railway* In the Claunlo Laml. 

It Ian well known fact In Athens tlmt 
King George twin outlived his popularity, 
and all claRsea hail with expectancy tho 
approaching marriage of the duko of 
Sparta, for it in an open secret that ho j 
will shortly succeed to tho throne. Tho j 
duke is a great favorite with tho A tho- j 
nians, and a most enthusiastic welcome 
awaits Ids Herman brido. Tho residence 
of the future brido and bridegroom will, 
so far as Athens is concerned, be a splen- 
did new palaco built for tho purpose, and 
situated almost immediately in front of 
the royal palace, whore tho king is often 
in residence 

The royal palace is very simple and 
severely classic in treatment as to its ex- 
terior, but several of the state apart- 
ments in the interior are decorated with 
a richness and elegance which are very 
unique in effect, notably the splendid 
ballroom, with its mnssive pillars and 
wealth of crystal chandeliers. From the 
upper front windows of the most central 
rooms access may be had to a balcony 
which commands a most varied and en- 
chanting panoramic view of the city, the 
most picturesque object in the same 
being that rocky citadel, the Acropolis, 
with its crown of ruined temples and 
sacred buildings, all glowing with color 
in the clear transparent atmosphere, 
which is tho charm of this fabled coun- 
try of delight. 

I The royal gardens surrounding the 
palace are on certain conditions open to 
the public, but are not kept in the spick- 
and-span order usual in such resorts. A 
pleasant feature in their arrangement is 
the frequent introduction between the 
flower beds of small streams of running 
water, which, besides serving tho pur- 
pose of irrigation, lend a refreshing cool- 
ness to a sometimes too hot and dusty 
aspect. 

Athens is in the dry season subject to 
a perfect Rimooin of dust, so much so 
that many of the inhabitants betake 
themselves for that period to the neigh- 
boring seaports of Pirmus and the sister 
town of classic antiquity. This dust is 
the one great drawback against a con- 
tinued residence in so fair a city, and it 
is said that some travelers coming in a 
particularly dry season were so smoth- 
ered in thick clouds of heavy white dust 
that after performing the necessary ablu- 
tions they fled the place with the utmost 
speed at command, leaving their short 
visit to remain a dusty and obscured 
memory in their minds. 

Railways are not at present largely de- 
veloped in Greece, tho most recent pro- 
ject being a line to Larissa, though the 
main branch from Patras to Athens is 
the chief iron road in the country. On 
this line the traveling is none of the 
swiftest; and though, as may be seen on 
the map, the distance is comparatively 
short betwen the seaport town of Patras 
and the capital, yet one would hardly 
credit that it should be at such a miracu- 
lous speed that if you start at 11 o’clock 
in the morning you arrive at Athens at 
7 o’clock in the evening. But it may lie 
that the railway company desires to af- 
ford the eager sightseer full opportunity 
for gloating over the ever changing beau- 
ties of mountain, lake and sea scenery 
through which he slowly passes. 

The railway station at Athens is situ- 
ated at a long distance from the city, and 
tho approach to the latter is through a 
miserable and mean thoroughfare, from 
which one emerges with a glad surprise 
into a maze of broad streets lined with 
handsome buildings, all glowing in the 
stately glory of freshly hewn white mar- 
ble, and filled with a gay and picturesque 
throng. One of tho finest of the many 
splendid residences in modern Athens is 
the mansion belomringto Dr. Schliemann, 
and as this, in common with the prevail- 
ing fashion, is surmounted with elegant 
statues and otherwise enriched with 
moldings, carvings and other adorn- 
ments, it seems a fitting home for so 
great a master of archaeological lore. — 
London Figaro. 


Remarkable Surgical Operation. 

It is rather an unusual occurrence to 
remove part of the thigh bone by tho aid 
of a chisel and hammer, but such an op- 
eration was successfully accomplished 
the other day at St. Mary’s hospital by 
Dr. D. J. Hayes. Stephen McGurty, of 
Franklin township, Manitowoc county, 
had his right leg injured two years ago. 
Inflammation set in, and finally the dis- 
ease developed into necrosis of the bone. 
Then a new growth of bony tissue, an 
inch in thickness, soon incased tho dis- 
eased structure, and prevented the young 
man from walking. The contiguous tis- 
sues became perforated with fistulas, 
from which flowed disagreeable pus. 
Tho surgeon oi>eratcd on tho new bone 
with a chisel and hammer, and after two 
hours’ labor removed every vestige of 
tho structure. The young man has rap- 
idly improved and will shortly be able to 
walk. — Milwaukee Wisconsin. 


Result of Hypnotism. 

The only sun of tho late Duchess Galli- 
era, M. Ferrari Galliera, is at present in 
this city with an inseparable companion, 
ono M. Boulanger. Two days ago M. 
Galliera took tho oath as a Servian sub- 
ject. The reuson of this is interesting. 
Forseverul years M. Galliera has lived 
in tho firm conviction that Boulanger, 
who is really tho son of his coachman, is 
his brother. I am told that the illusion 
is tho work of hypnotism. He has made 
attempts in several countries to give M. 
Boulanger the |>osition of a brother und 
failed. In Servia this extraordinary wish 
has beeq fulfilled, and M. Boulanger is 
now tho heir presumptive to the Galliera 
property, amounting to more than 15,- 
000,000 francs. M. Galliera hus acquired 
much landed property in Servia. Yester- 
day ho distributed 12.000 francs to charit- 
able institutions. — Vienna Cor. London 
Daily News. 


Tho tun shoo may have a permanent 
future after all One of the results of 
the recent maneuvers of the British fleet 
has been tho suggestion that tho murines 
should wear tun or brown shoes hence- 
forth instead of black ones, and brown 
gloves instead of white. 
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SOME SORT OF ’SAURUS. 


Relic of n Formidable (Miocene Monitor 
Found In AlnikHii lee. 

Capt. Frank McDermott, United States ' 
inspector of boilers, sent to President j 
Dckum. of tho Northern Pacific Indus- 
trial association, n part of the fossil re- 1 
mains of the head of some cetacean or 
reptilian monster, which was dug and 
cut out of an Alaskan glacier so_ue time 
ago. This has been imbedded in the ice 
for many hundreds or thousands of years, I 
but still retains “an ancient and a fish- I 
like smell.’’ It is a reminder of those far 
oft days, possibly of an earlier era even 1 
than that when, according to some poet, j 
tho inhabitants sat on some promontory 
which jutted out into the vasty deep, and 
pour passe lo temps “bobbed for a wlmlo i 
with an ichthyosaurus.” 

This relic of a bygone age. the mere I 
sight of which would make glad the 
heart of a Ban Francisco silurian, is of 
the following dimensions: Extreme 
length, fourteen inches; extreme width 
at base, eleven inches, tapering to two 
inches: extreme thickness, seven inches. 
There are ten teeth on each side of the 
upper jaw and eleven on each side of 
the lower, tho longest two and two-third 
inches, the shortest one inch. They 
dovetail into each other with mathe- 
matical accuracy, and are in a state of 
perfect preservation. Only one of the 
teeth is missing, having been broken off, 
probably, by the finder to preserve as a 
souvenir. Not tho slightest evidence of 
decay is to be seen at the place of frao- 
turo. 

Tho massive jaws and formidable 
teeth indicate immense and most de- 
structive crushing, biting and grinding 
power. What proportion of the head, 
whether one-third, one-half, or more or 
less, has been brought to light, cannot 
with any accuracy be conjectured. Pos- 
sibly Agassiz or some other great natu- 
ralist could tell at a glance. It has been 
placed in the apartments of the Oregon 
Alpine club for inspection. It is to be 
hoped that, if the local savants get to 
disputing over it. they will bear in mind 
the awful fato of that member of the so- 
ciety on the Stanislaus, who, after a 
memorable debate in that body, made 
himself a shortstop for a “pasBel of 
bones," and then “the subsequent pro- 
ceedings interested him no more.” Keep 
cool, gentlemen. 

On the arrival of “the remains” at the 
exposition building, President Dekum 
called in Capt. Dubois and Capt. Douglas 
to ascertain their opinions as to what 
sort of a head it was. Both of these 
gentlemen “gave it up.” While the above 
measurements were being taken, Capt. 
George Pope, who has “sailed the seas 
over" more than once, inspected it and 
gave it as his opinion that it was part of 
the head of a sperm whale which had 
got caught out on first base during the 
glacial period. Just then Mr. O. P. Ma- 
son came in, and, after looking at the 
relic of the deceased monster, declared it 
to bo a souvenir of the reptilian age, 
probably the head of a plesiosaurus. In 
that event he probably was not used for 
bait by the antediluvian of the imagi- 
native poet already quoted. 

Badinage aside, the relic is a most 
singular and interesting one, and it will 
probably be necessary to wait until Pro- 
fessor Condon sees to it to have it fully 
identified. Capt. McDermott states that 
the relic was sent to the United States 
inspector’s offico by a gentleman now in 
Alaska, and was received on Thursday 
morning, the 10th inst. It was taken 
out of the ico about two months ago at 
some point in northern Alaska. No 
statement accompanied it. Capt. Mc- 
Dermott has written back to the finder 
to forward tho remainder of the body 
or as much of it as can be secured. He 
will reserve his decision as to what dis- 
position ho will make of this interesting 
and valuable find. — Portland Oregonian. 

Knyulty Behind the Footlights. 

There is a marvelous thaw in the rigidity 
of Balmoral life when the queen actually 
allows the ballroom of the castle to be 
converted into a theatre, with a stage 
and appliances arranged by people from 
Aberdeen, specially painted scenery, 
representing views on Deeside, and an 
orchestra from Aberdeen. Tho piece 
was “Used Up,” and Princess Beatrice 
played Lady Clutterbuck. The Empress 
Eugenie would not attend the jwrform- 
ance, but she went over from Abergeldie 
for tho dress rehearsal. The piece was 
given three times, and a number of 
guests were invited (from Invercauld, 
Braemar, Birkhall and Glenmuick), as 
well ns tho tenants, estate servants and 
gillies. The performance was a very 
creditable one, and valuable aid was ren- 
dered by Col. Arthur Collins, who was 
stage manager (also playing Sir Charles 
Coldstream), and by Lady Atnpthill, 
who made an excellent prompter.— Lon- 
don Truth. 

Lutest Danger of the Streets. 

A peculiar scene was witnessed th« 
other evening in Paris. The .horses 
which passed along tho boulevard at the 
top of the liuo Louis le Grand seemed 
seized with vertigo, jumping about like 
sheep. The disorder soon became so 
great that the police officials had to stop 
tho traffic on the street. Tho cause of 
tho trouble was then discovered. One 
of the electrio cables pluced under the 
thoroughfure, and leading to a lamp- 
post, hud become disarranged, and com- 
ing in contuct with the dump wooden 
pavement, the horses, in passing over it, 
received a shock. Some of tho com- 
pany’s workmen were soon on the spot 
and restored things to their normal con- 
dition.

She was the 
mother of four children. Two sons and a 
daughter survive her. She was a graduate 
of the West Newton Normal school and 
was a pioneer teacher ol tlie new ways. 
Dr. Pierce and Mrs. Walton were among 
her teachers, and the records show she was 
one of tlie most brilliant and promising of 
their pupils. To have known Airs. Everett 
was to be privileged to observe the eui 
bodiment of courage and patience. For a 
number of years she was somewhat of an 
invalid and was unable to engage actively 
in tlie duties of life, hut -tlie influence of 
her strong character, her sunny nnd cheer- 
ful disposition was felt by all with whom 
she came in contact. She was the source 
from which her family, as well as her 
friends and neighbors, might receive en- 
couragement and inspiration. Possessed 
of a strong mind, she grasped dilficulties, 
analyzed the different phases and readied 
conclusions with little apparent effort. 
Her love for her native place was intense, 
and everything that pertained to its well- 
being and advancement was a great source 
of delight to her. Her last sickness was 
marked by the characteristics whieli had 
been always noted. For all there was 
much to make life desirable, she expressed 
repeatedly her absolute submission to tlie 
will of God. Her mind and heart were 
calm and serene, and she was prepared to 
meet the change which she realized was 
near at hand. When her mind became 
clouded her character remained unchanged. 
Her love of tlie beautiful was intensified 
during this illness, and flowers, music aud 
art were her constant theme. Her tender 
solicitude for her children, nil of whom 
were with her during the last three weeks 
of her life, and tlie thorough appreciation 
of every attention bestowed upon tier, were 
proofs of her unselfish nature. Her mem- 
ory will be tenderly cherished by a large 
circle of friends ami acquaintances. The 
funeral occurred on Tuesday at her late 
home. Rev. Air. Peterson of the Methodist 
church officiated, and his kind words of 
sympathy and cheer could but comfort tlie 
bereaved family. A quartet from Boston, 
composed of Messrs Johnson, Want, Hitch- 
cock nnd Berry rendered in a most heuuti- 
ful and expressive manner the following se- 
lections: “Come unty Me,” "Jesus, lover 
of my Soul,” a chant and “Gathering 
Home.” Flowers in elegance and profu- 
sion covered ami surrounded the casket. 
The house was crowded with relatives and 
friends, who ha«l come to pay the last to- 
kens of love ami respect. The remains were 
conveyed to Newton cemetery for inter- 
ment.

Both branches of the City Council met 
Monday evening, to consider the report 
of the water board in regard to extend- 
ing tho water supply and providing for 
high service. All the aldermen were 
present except Alderman Childs, and in 
the council Councilman Fenno was de- 
tained at home by a sprained anklo. 

After routine business had been dis- 
posed of, both branches at 9 o’clock 
went into executive session, and at 10 
o’clock the doors were thrown open. 
The water board roport was discussed 
for an hour. The two branches tlion 
met in their respective chambers, and 
the aldermen passed orders appropriat- 
ing $78,000 for increasing tho water sup- 
ply, aud tho capacity of the pumping 
station, $25,000 having already been ap- 
ropriated, and also appropriated $05,- 
300.50 for tho high service. In the com- 
mon council, Councilman Bates opposed 
the immediate adoption of the latter or- 
der, but his was the only dissenting 
voice in oithor board. 

TIIE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 

The board of aldermen was called to 
ordor at 7.55, and Mayor Burr read a 
communication from Thomas Weston, 
attorney for John Joyce, stating that 
Mr. Joyce was thrown out of his team, 
his carriage wrecked, and both himself 
and his horse injured by reason of a pile 
of dirt, left on Washington, near Jewett 
street, some three feet high, and not 
guarded by lanterns. He asked for com- 
pensation for his injuries, and iu default 
of same would have to bring a suit 
against the city; referred to committee 
on claims. 

C. A. Locke and others asked for a 
street lamp on Kingsbury street. 

R. J. Morrissey gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a house 37 by 34 on Boyd 
street. 

John L. Dwyer was given a license to 
move a sfnall building from Beacon to 
Boylston street. 

H. F. Ross was granted a license to 
build an addition to tho electric light 
statiou on Crafts street for wood work- 
ing machinery or carpenter shop.

No one appeared at the hearing^ on 
laying out. grading and accepting Fair- 
oaks avenue, from Lynwood avenue to 
California stroot, and the hearing wsis 
closed and the order passed. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach, tho 
Water Board was authorized to draw 
guarantees for tlve years only, and if 
payment had been made for live years, 
the guarantees should he released.

SCHOOL HOUSE FLAGS. 

Alderman Chadwick presented a com- 
munication from Charles Ward Post, 
stating that tho Post had^passed a vote

national Hag, to be displayed on the 
High school building, as an object les- 
son to tho young, to teach them love of 
country and patrotism. They would liko 
to present the Hag at a public meeting, 
if the city would provido tho staff and 
halliards. 

Alderman Chadwick moved that the 
offer be accepted, and that a public 
meeting be held in January, in the City 
Hall. People \n the South, during tho 
war, who were loyal, knew how dear the 
Hag was to them, and wo should place it 
before our children, to remind them of 
tho struggle in which so many laid down 
their lives, that the Hag might be pre- 
served. Tho city can do no less than ac- 
cept such a generous offer. 

Commander Whitney of Charles Ward 
Post was called on and said that most 
other cities were moving in the matter, 
and we did not want Newton to be left 
behind. The High school represented 
the whole city and he had conferred 
with Mr. Barnard of the school board, 
who was very enthusiastic over it and so 
was Rev. Dr. Shiun, Rev, Mr. Horn- 
brooke, and Head Master Goodwin. 

Junior Vice Commander Sweetland 
said that the motive which prompted 
such action was a patriotic one and he 
believed it would do great good, in edu- 
cating the children, and the presentation 
should be made in a public manner, so 
that the significance of tho flag could be 
impressed upon the young people. 

The offer was accepted, and a commit- 
tee of five was appointed to confer with 
a committee from the Post and the school 
board in rogard to a public meeting. 
Aldermen Chadwick aud Pettee are the 
raembors from the board of aldermen. 

Alderman Johnsou said such things 
were catching, and he had a .communica- 
tion to present from Ward 4. J. H. Dolli- 
ver and six others having offered a flag 
to thefWilliams school, and asked to have 
provision made for its being placed on 
the school building. This offer was also 
accepted. 

Mayor Burr said he but expressed the 


The committee on revision of the city 
ordinances presented a report, recom- 
mending the passage of an ordinance for 
the establishment of an out-door Board 
of Public Works, to take charge of the 
work on highways, water department, 
and parks. This matter was deemed of 
so much importance that the committee 
recommeuded the passage of this ordi- 
nance first, and then to refer the revi- 
sion of other ordinances to uext year’ 
city government, as time should show 
the need of cliauges; the report was re- 
ferred to the committee on ordinances 
for printing. 

THE SALVATION ARMY BUILDING. 

The matter of granting a license to 
the grand army to put up a building on 
Washington street, opposite S. F. Cate’s 
stable, then came up for a hearing. 

Geueral Leonard was the first re 
monstrant. He said if any one could 
say anything in favor of such a nuisance 
he would like to hear it. He was ill last 
October and November and the Salvation 
Army was holding forth in Allen’s hall, 
next his house. He had rather have a 
circus five nights iu a week than the 
Army, because then he could rest the 
other two nights. If any one could say 
there was auy music in their songs, he 
must have a peculiar ear, for such blat- 
ing. and screeching he never heard, 
mingled with drums, aud cymbals and 
maki ug an unbearable nuisance. He 
couul not get out ot tbe way. and be 
committed more sin probably than over 
before in bis life. The farther the build- 
ing should be removed, the better be 
should like it. lie had rather have the 
poor house on his lot than a salvation 
army. If Mr. Allen would only guarantee 
that lie would not let his building to 
such a crowd he would say nothing, but 
he did not want them within 80 rods of 
his house. 

Mr. Frank Elder was the next re- 
monstrant, and said that be lived across 
tbe street from Allen’s Hall, aud that it 
was impossible tor him or his family to 
fcnjoy any comfort in their home last 
summer. A more intolerable nuisance 
he could not conceive of. From 8 to lo 
o’clock they kept their bass drums, aud 
cornet and cymbals going, aud their 
songs aud cries wore worse yet. 

Mr. Russell, who lives next to the pro- 
posed site of the building, said that the 
board would see from the testimony of 
the two former witnesses, what a nuis- 
iu;ce 1 1 1 • * tinny would be. 

Mr. N. T. Allen appeared for the army 
aud said lie was iu favor of religious 
freedom, and allowing every one to 
worship in their own way. lie should 
be iu favor ot allowing the Mormons to 
have a church in West Newton, if they 
didn’t break tlie law by having more 
than oue wife, 

(’has. T. Upham, a y »ung man belong- 
ing to the army, made a long and rambling 
plea for them, and apparently could have 
talked all night, lie denied that they 
beat drums iu their meetings, but was 
contradicted by Mr. Elder, who said they 
not only had a drum, hut a cornet, aud 
tambourines, and that he bad gone over 
to the building aud ordered them to stop 
their racket. 

Mr. ltand contradicted Hphaiu’s state- 
ment that Good Templar’s hall was dirty 
before they held their meetings there, 
aud said that when tiie meeting ended 
the hall was filthy, aud the hall would 
have been a total wreck, if they had 
stayed a week. About the noise made, 
some of tiie members had tremendous 
lung power, aud their attempts at sing- 
ing could he heard at tiie top of West 
Newtou hill, lie thought no person had 
a right to disturb a whole neighborhood 
0 vc i v nighk 

Upham said they sang the best they 
could, and if they were poor singers God 
made them so. He knew of no law to 
prevent people singing. 

Alderman l'ulteo asked Mr. Allen if 
there was not something said somewhere 
about doing things decently aud, iu 
order. 

Mr. Alien said that every person had 
his own definition of what that meant. 

Mr. Gibbs, who lives at tiie corner of 
(,'hestuul aud Washington street, pro- 
tested against the arrny being located 
there, lie had a tenement there, which 
would he vacated if the army should In: 
near, ami he would have trouble iu reut- 


feeling of all in saying that it gave them 
great pleasure to accept the gift of the 
Post, and the other, and he thought it 
would be appreciated by the young peo- 
ple. 

JOINT CONVENTION. 


Both branches then went into execu- 
tive session to discuss the report of the 
water board, and talked it over uutil 
about 10 o’clock, when the door was 
thrown open and tbe discussion made 
public. 

Councilman Wiswall urged the adop 
tion of the report. The board had con- 
sidered the matter for several years, and 
they had called upon Engineer Fteley,ouo 
of the most competent men in the coun- 
try, who had made a very thorough con- 
sideration of the subject. 

Councilman Bates wanted to know 
what was tbe coarse of action it was pro- 
posed to take. 

Alderman Harbach said that the re- 
porr gave the detail of tbe proposed ex- 
penditures. The extensiou of tbe filter- 
ing gallery, tbe altering over of the 
pumping engine, and tbe high duty 
pumping engine were imperative. The 
plan was expensive, but the board was 
satisfied that it was for the best interest 
of the city. We were living now very 
close to the limit, and if a dry season 
should come, as we had in ’80, the water 
would run short. With tiie introduction 
of high service there would be more 
waste, and it was necessary to have more 
water. 

Councilman Hyde said tho extension 
of tiie tilteriug gallery should be made 
at once. 

Alderman Harbach said that $25,000 
had already been appropriated for this 
branch of the work, so tiuit it was only 
necessary to appropriate $73,000. to carry 
out the lirst part of tbe water board’s re- 
comuieudatiou. 

Councilman Wiswall said that tho cov- 
ering of tbe filtering gallery was uecos- 
sary to keep tiie water pure and pre- 
venting tiie contamination at times com- 
plained of. The second item would give 
a full supplv for domestic service, and 
ample for tiie engine for lire service, 
ulthough iu the highest portions it 
would not be sufficient for hose service 
at fires. 

Councilman Hates said lie was ready to 
support a hill to carry out the first item, 
for extending the water supply, but lie 
thought the second item could wait and 
he considered by next year’s board. 

Alderman Pettee said lie could hardly 
say bow much satisfaction it gave him 
to road the report, and see tiie thorough 
provision that had been made for the 
needs of the city. He was in the City 
Council when tiie lirst expenditure of 
$800,000 was voted, and ho thought then 
a mistake had been made iu stopping 
half way up Wuhan Hill, iustead of going 
on to the top with the reservoir. The 
city would have saved $50,000 if they had 
gone to tho top. He was very much 
pleased with tiie report of tho water 
board as it gave tiie people all that was 
needed. The engineer who did not spell 
his name as he did was a very competent 
and experienced man, and lie thought 
wo were now ou the way to solve the 
problem of water supply lor the future. 
Before water was introduced it was 
difficult to sell land here, but since the 
valuation hud ineroasedso that thu water 
works were now paying 4 per cent in- 
terest on a cost of $1,200,000. Tiie 
people iu the higher portions of tiie city 
I paid their share of tiie taxes for ciiy 
water and he thought they should have 
what they paid foi. He was confident 
ttiat the increase iu valuation, by tho 
outlying districts being built up, would 
pay a good return on the investment, 
lie thought tiie City Council should take 
up aud settle tho question as far as tho 
water hoard recommended. They were 
all fuinil'ur witli it, it had been before 
them all tiie year, aud the water board 
had been considering the matter for 
several years. The interest on $200,000 
would only amount to about 30 cents ou 
a thousand, aud the increase iu valuation 
would soon make up for that. 

Councilman llyile said that in his 
business he had found what a disadvan- 
tage it was io Chestnut Hill and Oak 
iliil not to have water. People came 
there to look at building sites, were 
pleased witli them, aud (hull because 
there was no water supply, went to 
Bid ikliuo aud built becausu they had 


Councilman WaswalUaid that tiie cost 
cf tiie land on Waban Hill could not bo 
estimated, and any member of the 
council knew tho difficulty that existed 
there. 

In answer to Aldorman I’ottco, 
Engineer Noyes said that the cost of ox- 
tending tiie water mains through Oak 
and Chestnut Hills had been estimated 
to be $00,000. 

After further discussion Councilman 
Wiswall said that tho present City Coun- 
cil was much better fitted to pass upon 
tho question than tho next would lie, 
until they had had ono or two yoars of 
experience, and oven then they could 
not hope to have all the information of 
the water board, which had been studying 
tiie question for years, and that Mr. 
Ftelev’s advice was tho host they could 
got anywhere. 

Aldorman Pettee thought the prayer 
of the petitioners ought to bo granted. 

Councilman Bates said ho did not want 
to go on record as opposing high servico, 
but ho thought the second itom could 
wait, and poople could get accustomed 
gradually to the fact that so much money 
was needed, and the new men could 
learn the sontiment of the people. 

Alderman Johnson said it was not 
very flattering to the present membets 
when it was suggested that new men 
would be better fitted to act than men 
who had been considering the question 
for a year at least. He was for settling 
the whole matter at once. 

Alderman Chadwick endorsed this, 
and said it was no new subject to the 
board, and it was uo more than right for 
this Council to pass upon it. The new 
men would also want to study into it; ho 
did not blame Mr. Bates, »b he had been 
only a short time on the board. 

Alderman Hamblen thought tbe money 
would be well invested and that the 
Chestnut Hilt people ought to have what 
they asked for. 

Councilman Collins knew Mr. Fteley 
by reputation, and he would not recom- 
mend anything that would not prove 
perfectly satisfactory. The water board 
had already invested $1,200,000, and ho 
thought they could bo trusted to invest 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Alderman Tolman advocated immedi- 
ate action, and said he was willing to 
take his share of the responsibility for 
it. 

The joint convention then dissolved, 
aud both branches then passed orders 
appropriating $73,000 for increasing tho 
water supply, which made up the total 
needed for tho first item, and another or- 
der appropriating $05,300 50, for improv- 
ing the domestic supply all over the 
city, or in short for high service.

Tariff Reform at Woburn. 

On tho evening of Thursday, Dec. 12, 
the Tariff Reformer had tho pleasure of 
meeting tho Woburn Tariff Reformers at 
their monthly gathering. Mr. Samuel 
W. Mondum, the Sec. of the Question 
Clubs, is President of tlio Club, and 
makes a splendid leader lor the reform- 
ers of Woburn to rally around. The 
Secretary of the Club was master of a 
merchantman for thirteen years, and 
since lie has been “legislated off the 
ocean” has made a careful study of ship- 
ping law here and abroad. The editorial 
pages of the great Boston Dailies have 
more than once contained his word on 
subsidies. The Tariff Reformer didn’t 
care to say much about Tariff to men 
such as these; but he told them about 
the formation of the Club at Newton, its 
growth, the enthusiasm atid interest of 
its members, and tlio good itiliuence it 
has been in persuading tho people to 
hear the cause even if they could npt 
accept its teachings. 

The Woburn Club is growing steadily 
•and now numbers nearly 50. In addition 
to taking part in the Question Club 
movement, and tlio Subsidy Discussion, 
the members of the Club communicate 
their viows to the people through the 
columns of tho Woburn City Press. The 
editor of this paper is thoroughly in 
sympathy with the movement and almost 
every week letters and editorials appear 
iu its pages from members of the club. 

In conversation with one of the club, a 
prominent leather manufacturer, the 
Tariff Reformer learned that the solo in- 
dustry of the town is the manufacture of 
leather. More than fifteen hundred 
operatives are employed, and the local 
tradesmen are of course entirely depend- 
ent upon their custom. Of tlio leather 
manufactured at Woburn fully one third 
is exported. If the “free raw material 
theory is abandoned” and tho tax on 
hides restored, the exportation of leather 
from Woburn would cease instantly, and 
oue third of her working population be 
obliged to seek work and wages else- 
where. 

“Who wants to tax hides?” Tho cattle 
men do, and who doubts hut that their 
agent is at Washington now dogging tho 
steps of the Ways and Means Committee? 
Read the Now York Protectionist papers 
and note tho loud demand from the 
Great Plains for a Tax on Hides. But 
the people of Woburn do not want it, 
and the Woburn Tariff Reform Club is 
doing its part to keep it off; and tho 
Newton Club send greeting and good 
wishes and promise of aid. If Delano’s 
dilemma is a real dilemma tlio Reformers 
will not hesitate in tlio choice.

from England, perhaps in larger quanti- 
ties than any other in this city. The 
liouso has been in the business for thirty 
years and has paid the United States 
thousands, I suppose, hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars duty. My cousin assures 
mo that the distinction between woolens 
and worsteds has existed for over half a 
contury. that evory manufacturer and 
every aealor in Europe and America 
recognizes it, and that the tariff does. 
At the dictation of tho Republican 
woolen men, foremost Mr. Plummer, 
tho customs authorities of this adminis- 
tration iiave ruled that, (though the 
Congress distinguished putting one duty 
on woolens and another on worsteds), 
that there is no difference, that* worsteds 
are woolens and must pay the higher 
duty. And tills Plummet-ism has cost 
my cousin’s house over ♦80,000 so far. 
So, I am against this administration, its 
trionds, its dictators, its hangers-on. and 
its oatspawB. And I shall be glnd to 
have it worsted in 1802, even if tho color- 
ed men should suffer somewhat longer. 
It is not only that I prefer my white 
cousin to my Dlack brother, but so far as 
I can judge dispassionately, there is a 
great principle involved. In tho South 
they are in the Medieval Era— they will 
develop out of it, as the North have done. 
But if the North is to be governed by tho 
wanamakers and plummers, if places 
are to be bought, and if money can pro- 
cure administrative arbitrary twisting 
of the law, then there’s an end of Liberty, 
if not of Independence.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


The ordinance providing for a board 
of public works for the city, which was 
presented to the city council Monday 
evening, ought to be passed and put in 
force as early as possible. In no other 
way could so much efficiency be added 
to every department, provided proper 
men were selected for the board, and 
also in no other way could the city save 
so much money, and at the same time 
accomplish more. Uniting all the de- 
partments under one head would make 
it possible to have the city work done to 
the best advantage, and there are not 
lacking examples in other cities, of the 
many benefits of such a scheme. 

Besides, it would bring great relief to 
the members of the city council, who 
are now overworked on some of the 
more important committees, and who 
have to give an amount of time to the 
city business which no business man can 
afford to give. The city has always been 
fortunate in the class of men elected to 
represent the different wards, but it be- 
comes a more difficult task every yoar to 
persuade the best men to accept a nomi- 
nation, and undertake the amount of 
work required of the members. Only 
men of some leisure cau afford the time. 
Take the chairman of the highway com- 
mittee, for instance. The past year 
Aldermau Harhach has given the greater 
portion of his time to the city's business, 
without any benefit to himself, except 
the satisfaction of seeing that all the 
business that devolves upon the one 
holding that position was discharged in 
the most faithful manner, and with a 
careful regard to the iuterests of the 
city. The man who does such an amount 
of work is as much deserving of a salary 
as any of the officials at City Hall, and it 
is not just to expect so much of a man 
who is serving without pay. Fortunate- 
ly for the city, Mr. Harbacli has the time, 
but nevertheless the duties properly be- 
long in the paid departments, and with a 
board of public works, the city could 
still have the benefit of Mr. Harbach's 
careful supervision, without requiring 
him to give up so much of his time to 
the duties of his position. The same is 
true of the chairman of the lamp com- 
mittee. although the duties are not so 
onerous, yet they require an amount of 
time which a business man can ill afford 
to give, and also of many other commit- 
tees. The board of public works would 
bring a welcome relief to the occupants 
of these positions, and a distinction 
could be made between administiative 
and executive duties. The city has 
grown so large, its interests are so wide- 
spread and cover so much ground, that 
it is not right to expect men to give 
services for which the city cau well 
afford to pay. 


HIGH SERVICE AT LAST. 


Tiik Springfield Union oomes out 
this week strongly against the re-olection 
of Speaker Hairett. It says that it is 
time the Republican party in this State 
adopted some other principle of action 
than to blindly follow precedents, ro- 
gardless of the qualifications of candi- 
dates. The Republican party, it says, 
will he held responsible for the legisla- 
ture of 1800, and it will ho a grave polit- 
ical mistake to give a second term to a 
man whose administration was open to 
so much criticism and question as that 
of the last speaker of tho house. Of Mr. 
Wardwell, no ono enn say that ho has 
been tried and found wanting, and ho 
promises to make it his duty to try and 
improve tho methods that prevail at the 
State House. That these methods need 
improvement can hardly bo questioned 
by anyone familiar with the record of 
tho last legislature. As the Union is the 
leading Republican paper in Western 
Massachusetts, its opinion will have 
great weight. 


There has been some complaint be- 
causo of the delay in issuing the hound 
volumes of the city reports, but for this 
the Graphic office is not to blame. The 
books were all ready to be bound several 
months ago, hut the index, which is pre- 
pared by the city clerk, was not ready, 
and has only been received within a few 
days, when the books were immediately 
sent to the binders. The Australian 
ballot law brought such a multiplicity of 
duties, and the loss of his valuable as- 
sistant devolved so much labor upou the 
city clerk, that his regular duties were 
about all that he could attend to by 
working from ten to twenty hours out of 
the twenty-four.

An unusually largo company assembled 
Monday ovoning in tho West. 
Newton Congregational church, at 
tho December mo etlng of tho Nowton 
Congregational Club. 

Tho social from 6 to 0 was followed 
by discussion of tho abundant provision 
for the inner man for an hour, when 
President Harwood called to order. The 
committee upon printing the manual had 
finished their work and were discharged. 

A committee representing each church 
was chosen to nominato officers for the 
ensuing year, except president. The out. 
look committee reported and several now 
members were elected, and propositions 
received for other members. 

President Harwood happily introduced 
the topic of the evening. As seed sown 
long ago, like fallen fruit, warmed by 
the genial sun, grows and bears in time 
other fruits, so thero was, many years 
ago, a time when thoughtful men adopted 
in tlirir time, across tho wide sea, views 
which would require greater freedom in 
expression and exercise. The soil of 
Holland was first tried, hut not found 
congenial, and circumstances brought 
them to this laud. These truths have 
permeated the soil of this nation and 
it now stands numbering sixty million 
souls. It is well for us as men and as 
Congregational churches to review the 
deeds of such men and if possible catch 
the spirit of their actions; and who bet- 
ter can be the medium of communication 
with us and our Pilgrim fathers than 
the gentleman just elected president ol 
the Boston Congregational Club, and 
this evening made a member of our own 
Club, Rev. Dr. Bovnton. 

Dr. Boynton said it was not liis pur- 
pose touiglit so much to speak him- 
self as to let the Pilgrims speak 
through him, and instead of criticising 
the fathers to allow them to criticise us. 
His theme therefore was, “Pilgrim 
principles on things of present interest.” 
These men met and made new ednditions 
of life. They spake as seers. They were 
not repeaters of others. They were a 
voice crying in the wilderness, and such 
a voice is apt to be a ringing one. He 
referred to these questions, the wine 
question, the woman question and the 
wage question. On the first, even the 
saints of the 17tli century were some- 
what given to beer. They had beer on 
the boat, but on shore nothing but water. 
They had not allowed such things as a 
saloon. Offenders were fined for abus- 
ing themselves disorderly. In 1038 
one Robert Colo was made to wear a red 
band for this offence. Gov. Winthrop 
restrained drinking at his own table, and 
in ltWD a law was passed banishing wim* 
from tlie table. This, however, was 
afterward repealed. He quoted from 
history to show that they were working 
in the right direction.and their principhs 
were correct on this question. 

As to the woman question most of 
them believed with Paul. In(Newtowue, 
this very place wbere we meet, it was 
once resolved that women might meet to 
pray and edify one another. But not as 
iu Boston, where society women meet 
and one woman takes upon herself the 
duty of edification. 

The wage question was met on a small 
scale, but efforts to regulate prices were 
among the early enactments. Iu 1033, 
with an unusual demand fur work, car- 
penters received three shillings a day 
and laborers two shillings and sixpence. 
It was ordained by law, later on, that 
carpenters should receive only two shil- 
lings per day aud laborers only oue shil- 
ling and sixpence. It was cousidoicd an 
evil that a man could earn iu four days 
as much as would keep him a week. Six 
years later a man was arrested for charg- 
ing too much profit on his wares. They 
met aud dealt with all these questions iu 
accord with their owu best judgment aud 
the light they had. 

Iu political labors, while they were 
truly loyal to the English king, tlioy 
formed the compact in the Mayflower for 
their own personal government here. 
They claimed Home Rule, aud later they 
got it. They returned pauper emigrants. 
By the English law 115 different crimes 
were punishable by death. This number 
was reduced by the Pilgrims to 11. They 
rejected the English law of entail, made 
complete registration of laud titles, en-' 
acted restrictive building laws, etc. 

The principles of the fathers were 
sound. The application of them was 
often narrow and unwise. This is true 
of all reforms. Principles are usually 
true but need adapting to the circum- 
stances. We shall honor the Pilgrims 
best by adopting their principles and 
adapting them to our present needs. 
Their religious life was paramount iu 
their minds. Their coming to these 
shores was a missionary enterprise. The 
Mayflower was the true mother of the 
Morning Star. They believed in provi- 
dence and faith, but not like the faith 
cures of the present. They combined 
words and faith. In 1021 “William Brad- 
ford was taken with great pains,” etc., 
but was restored “through God’s mercy 
aud tho use of means,” says the narrator. 

Dr. boyuton closed by an eloquent ex- 
tract from Cushman’s discourse. 

Very fittingly President Harwood in- 
troduced lion. Charles Carlcton Coffin 
as one whose story of the war as written 
from the front was so eagerly read, as 
well as other writings from his pen. 

Mr. Coffin said, that was a very won- 
derful seed which first took root in 
Scrooby, and whose principles were 
afterward formulated in the cabin of the 
Mayflower. You find nowhere the coun- 
terpart of this seed. Where did it come 
from? The New Testament is the foun- 
dation of democracy. The seimoit on 
the mount, Peter at Joppa, Paul on Mars 
Hill, are illustrations. Thu whole New 
Testament treats of the value of man 
and his relations to God. Was it hero 
this seed thought camo from? Was it 
from Joltu Robinson, or Wielif? Some- 
how this wonderful doctrine led to the 
formation of the separatist church. Im- 
pelled by conscience and a sense of obli- 
gation to God they dared to violate law, 
willing to face the jail or even death 
that they might worship God in their 
own way. 

Last year lie visited tho old manor 
house where John Robinson one time 
preached, it was built before the year 
1000. lie obtained a piece of one of the 
timbers, which he showed the audience. 
He recounted iu brief some of the events 
which luul occurred since. The compact 
iu the May flower was the first written 
constitution acknowledging equal rights 
of man. aud that the will of llic majority 
should be the law. It was far in advance 
of anything the world had ever seen. 
Wendell Phillips once said, you can-do 
almost anything with a bayonet except 


sit on It. Tho day is coming whon 
thrones cannot he maintained by bayo- 
nets, and tho beginning of that (fay was 
when tlie compact was signed in tho 
cabin of the Mayflower. 

Excellent music was furnished by a 
quartet from Eliot church choir. 

TIIE WILLISTON HOME. 

dediuatorf exercises at the new 
HOME ON WAI.THAM HTIIKET. 


The new Williston Homo on Waltham 
street was appropriately dedicated last 
Monday evening. Dining the afternoon 
the house was opened for tho inspection 
of friends and interested ottos, many of 
whom took advantage of tho privilege to 
stroll over the pleasant and spacious 
“Homo.” Tho dining room faces to the 
south aud receives abundant sunlight, 
making it one of tho pleasantest in tho 
house, with large china closets, connect- 
ed with the kitchen, which is large and 
commodious, from which a door leads 
to the collar extending under tho whole 
house. On the second floor are the 
apartments of tho little ones and their 
matrons, a play room on tho south side, 
and the alcove over tho front hall will be 
used by Miss Williston as an office. The 
third floor is similar in design to tho 
second, with Btairs leading to a roomy 
observatory at the top of the house. 
There are now seventeen children con- 
nected with tbe Home and this will be 
the average number cared for, being all 
that Miss Williston with the aid of her 
sister and mother can well attond to. 

The rooms filled rapidly early Monday 
evening, and by half past seven, when 
the exercises were to begin, the rooms 
were nearly full. Tho exercises were 
opened by singing, by a quartet com- 
posed of Miss Mortou, Miss Fogwell. Mr. 
Rice, and Mr. Low. 

Rev. J. C. Jaynes, who conducted the 
exercises, spoke a few moments, review- 
ing the past work of the Home. 

It was first started at Newton about 
nine years ago. At that time it was but 
a feeble effort, aud but for the aid of 
others might have proved almost hope- 
less. It was moved from there to River- 
side and then to Auburndale, through 
the increasing liberality ot friends. 
Miss Williston has been working all this 
time to the establishment of a permanent 
home, to which she might take the little 
ones under her care, and train them in 
the one home, and to this end she has 
succeeded in saving £3000. This leaves 
a large margin, £8500, but others have 
seconded her efforts. Mrs. Eldridge lia> 
given £1,000, and the church fair netted 
about £500 more. Gifts from other 
friends have come, until with a mortgage 
of £4000 which will it is hoped soon be 
paid, the house was purchased. 

The dedicatory prayer was offered by 
Rev. Dr. Calkins, followed by a contralto 
solo by Miss Morton, who sang very 
touchingly, the words, “Let tho little 
ones come unto me.” 

Rev. Phillip Brooks, D. D., delivered 
the dedicatory address. This home is s. 
worthy object and the fidelity of Misi 
Williston lias at last been rewarded. 
She has by her personal efforts and in- 
creasing experience, gained a market 
success, which few enterprises of th» 
kind that have como to my notice, liavt 
attained. There is something widely 
different between the home and the in 
stitution. There is that in the “institu- 
tion” which strikes coldly upon tin 
heart; but tho homo, — tho word alone, 
brings back tbe warmth, and thus, 
children in future years, can look back 
upon their “home,” in this place. This- 
house has already seen human life, bui 
now it is to be endowed with the most 
true and precious principles of liuntai 
existence. It is a great responsibility to 
care for all these little ones, and w« 
should take care that she is ably second- 
ed by our efforts. 

Letters of regret were read from Ed- 
ward Everett Hale, Rev. Geo. M. Boynton 
and others. 

Mr. Warren of the Pierce school, spoke 
to tho children iu a very interesting 
manner, welcoming them heartily to tin 
care of his teachers and himself. 

A song by Mr. Low was followed by 
R«v. Dr. Shinn with a few interesting 
remarks regarding the founding ol 
the Home. Miss Williston’s first cletei- 
mination to open a home was between 
nine and ten years ago. The afternoon 
that she was to move in the house which 
she had taken, there came up a heavy 
snow storm, and it was thought doubtful 
by her friends if she moved. Dr. Shinn 
went down to the house the next morn- 
ing, waded through the snow to the 
door, and was admitted by Miss Willis- 
ton. They had moved in during the 
storm, and the furniture was all in the 
house, but no carpet was down, no bed 
up, and the furnace worked badly. MisB 
Williston, her sister, aud her mother who 
was an invalid, and two little children had 
slept that first night in beds hastily made 
on tlie floor. This shows the charactei 
of the lady who has charge of these 
little children. What a different world 
it would make of this if.theiu were more 
who ‘held on.’ as Miss Williston has 
done these long years. Selfishness is a 
growth of this age of progress, and to 
help us to learn to forget ourselves and 
keep young hearts within us, there are 
none so successful as the childien. We 
need never grow old if we feep ourselves 
in contact with the child life of tho place 
in which we live.

MIL O. I>. OILMAN’S LECTURE ON TIIK 
SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


The fourth lecture in the Read Fund 
course was delivered by Mr. Gorham D. 
Gilman. Wednesday evening, in Eliot 
Ilall. The subject was “The Sandwich 
Islands from Savage to Civilized,” and 
proved exceedingly interesting and in- 
structive, illustrated, as it was, by stere- 
opticon views. An imaginative trip 
was taken by Mr. Gilman and his hearers 
to Honolulu, and from there progressive 
views were given of interesting objects 
on the road to the volcano near the cen 
tro of tho Island of Hawaii, Mauna 
Loa. Illustrations were given of the 
condition, habits And surroundings of 
tbe natives when first visited by the 
missionaiies in 1820, aud their rapid 
growth from savage and idolatrous habits 
civilized customs and Christian 
homes. From the thatched hut aud idol 
houses to the substantial brick, wood 
and stone houses and churches of to- 
day. 

The contrast between the rough 
thatched abode of the sovereigns of a few 
short years ago, and the handsome pal- 
ace of the royal family at the present 
time, costing £150,000, and furnished 
with all the elegance aud grandeur of a 
European palace, wus very strikiug. 

Different views of natural scenery were 
pictured in a life-like mauuer. The City 
of Reluge, similar to that spoken of in 
the olden time, the spot first visited hy 
the missionaries, mountain scenery of 
greatSgrandeur. pictures of different in- 
dividuals prominent in the advancement 
of the island, and a full aud comprehen- 
sive description <»f the volcano Loa, with 
numerous formations of lava in different 
stages of advancement, all weredescribed 
in a clear and pleasing manner by Mr. 
Gilman to a large aud enthusiastic audi- 
ence. The lecture was fully equal in 
interest to any delivered in i lie course, 
to say the least, aud Mr. Gilman’s graph- 
ic descriptions were one of tho most 
pleasing features.

Fresh Eggs Every Day. 

A good story is told of a grocer not 
far from Boston town who luul a custom- 
er tint must have fresh eggs every day. 
The grocer, weary of having the eggs re- 
turned as not fresh, tried putting the 
date wheu laid upon all eggs sent to the 
customer’s house. By this meaus, it is 
said, some grocers become so expert as 
to he able to obtain fresh laid, Eastern 
or Western eggs, all from the saino basj 
kot; wit it our Boston grocer-man it 
worked to a charm, until one morning 
when preparing the eggs to send his 
troublesome customer lie forgot tho day 
of the mouth and dated the eggs ahead. 
At evening he was visited by tho gentle- 
man, who producing one of the eggs re- 
marked, “1 find,” said he, checking a 
sntile, “these eggs were to he laid to- 
morrow.” This story illustrates how 
difficult it is to supply the demand for 
fresh eggs. It has never yet been done. 
For this reason some egg-raisers, who 
are known to send honest fresh eggs to 
market, get 50 cents a dozen the year 
around. Auy kind of decent eggs will 
bring forty cents or more during the 
next eight weeks. Therefore make tlie 
pullets und old hens lay now. Some 
persons do this even in coldeot weather. 
A lady told us last year, “my fifty 
hens, half pullets, are now, Dec. 20, lay-

MUSICAL MATTERS. 


MB. NIKI8CII AND BOSTON CRITICS. 


“Nemo,” writing in a recent Saturday 
Evening Gazette, has at last put into 
print the subject upon which so mnch 
comment and universal denunciation 
have been heard from musicians of stand- 
ing ever since Mr. Nikisch's arrival in 
Boston. “Nem • 1 says: 

“Mr. Ilenscliel and Mr. Gericke were 
each obliged to undergo more or less 
abuse before gaining the suffrage of the 
public; but neither of these gentlemen 
suffered worse than has Mr. Nikisch. 
Boston will soon win the most unenvia- 
ble reputation of a carping, ill-bred city, 
unless some limit be set to the personali- 
ties that underbred writers are allowed 
to use. A large and influential paper 
has i.o right to employ as musical critic 
a man who neither understands music 
nor can appreciate good taste. Some 
papers carry weight with the masses, 
who are not iu a position to realize the 
crass iguorance of the writer, and who 
believe the editor has given his musical 
•department to a man fitted to teach and 
instruct the public. When personal and 
ignorant abuse is used instead of criti- 
cism, the judicious grieve while tho or- 
dinary run of readers are decoived and 
imposed upon. There is hardly a musi- 
cian in Boston who docs not realize this 
fact; and yet, for sonic unexplained rea- 
son, such writers are still allowed to oc- 
cupy their positions. This fact is all the 
more glaring from the very reason that 
so many of the Boston papers have em- 
ployed competent and trained musi- 
cians.” 

It is really an outrage upon a musical 
public, upon tho Symphony orchestra, 
upon Mr. Nikisch, and upon the gener- 
our benefactor who lias made it possible 
for boston to enjoy what it does every 
Friday and Saturday; for a paper having 
so widespread an influence over the very 
class who, being themselves unable to

Mr. nigginson, by his gonorosity.inado 
the Symphony orchestra what it is; Ids 
aim lias been to educate tho people of 
Boston; but what could any man do with 
such obstructions to progress as are 
constantly offered by this ignorant, 
malicious sort of work. Mr. Nikisch 
probably lias suffered more than any 
one else by tho attacks of this niun; his 
attacks have been constant and abusive 
to an extreme; but it is to be hoped that 
before long a change will he made which 
will make musical criticism upon all pa- 
pers what it should bo— criticism, and 
not personal abuse.

SCHOOL BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


NEW TEACIIEKS APPOINTED.— ANNUAL 
REPORT SUBMITTED. 


The school board met in the High 
school building, Monday evening. Mayor 
Burr in the chair. The resignation of 
Miss Thompson, assistant teacher iu the 
Mason school, was read and accepted. 
Miss Jennie P. Baker was appointed a 
teacher in the Rice school at a salary of 
$600 per aununi. The resignation of 
Sarah E. Stuutz, assistant in the Mason 
school, was read and accepted and Miss 
Stella E. Noyes appointed to till the va- 
cancy. Miss Kate A. Glynu was ap- 
pointed an assistant teacher in the Wil- 
liams school at a salary of $t!00 per an- 
num. Mr. Hornbrooke submitted the 
report of the High school committee re- 
lative to the petition of Mr. Geo. R. 
Coffin, concerning the non-appoiutment 
of his son as au officer of the High 
school battalion. The report states that 
the committee find that uo fixed rule 
governs the appointment of battaliou 
officers, ami that the head master and 
drill instructor acted within their au- 
thority. Mr. Coffin’s sou failed of au 
appoint ment not because of any iusuh- 
ordination ou his part, but because others 
were better qualified to discharge the 
duties of officers. Tbe report was ac- 
cepted. 

The resignation of Lydia E. Urierly, 
assistant teacher iu the Clatliu school, to 
take effect Jauuary 10, w as read ami ac- 
cented. 

It was voted to graut two mouths leave 
of absence to Miss Lucy A. lley wood, as- 
sistant iu the Prospect school. It was 
also voted to iuerease the salary of 
Martin Walsh, jauitor of the Williams 
school from fctS to $45 per month. 

An order offered by Mr. Barton was 
adopted, authorizing the use of Mason’s 
National Music course ami Whiting’s 
Public School music as additional text 
books. 

Au order offered by Mr. Hollis was 
adopted, fixing tbe maximum salary of 
first assistant teacher at $700 per auuuui 
aud that of all other assistant teachers 
at $620 per annum, the change to take 
effect with the commencement of the 
new financial year. 

An order offered by Mr. Barnard was 
adopted appropriating $10 S25.SO, for ex- 
penses of the current month. 

Mr. Barton submitted the annual re- 
port of the hoard aud the same was ac- 
cepted. Iu the report, allusion is made 
to the improvements iu the methods aud 
teaohiugs iu the schools. The co-opera- 


tion of the parents in promoting the 
school work ia suggested. Speaking of 
the High school, the report *aya that it 
ranks secoi d to im school of its grade in 
the Commnnweath. The superintendent 
of schools is complimented on his efforts 
in behalf of the schools, and care in se- 
lecting the best teachers, the schools be- 
ing greatly benefUted by his services. 
The financial showing in the report is an 
excellent one. There has been expended 
during the year $123,918.24, exclusive of 
school buildings, an average of $33. 14 
per pupil. Comparisons with the towns 
and cities of the state with reference to 
the percentage of their taxable property, 
appropriated to the support of the 
schools during the past year. brings New- 
ton the 14th among the 25 cities of the 
state and 222d among the 350 cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth. The av- 
erage cost per pupil compared with that 
of the preceding year shows a decrease 
of $1.68, and is less than the average 
cost for the last 10 years. 

On motion ot Mr. Barnard it was voted 
to order 2,650 copies of the report print- 
ed. 

It was voted on motion of Mr. Drew to 
appoint Martin C. Laffie truant officer 
for the present at a salary of $25 per 
month. 

An order offered by Mr. Hornbrooke 
was adopted, authorizing the preparation 
and printing of 600 catalogues of the 
High school, the same to consist of a 
list of names and residences of the pu- 
pils. 

On motion of Mr. Hornbrooke, it wa» 
voted to suspend tbe rules and omit the 
regular meeting of the hoard on the 
fourth Wednesday of the present month. 

Mr. Hornbrooke presented a petition 
signed by 232 members of tbe high 
school, asking that tbe Christmas holi- 
days include New Year’s day and De- 
cember 30 and 31. 1889. The petitioners 
were granted leave to w ithdraw on mo- 
tion of Mr. Philbrick, as the granting of 
tbe request would compel the school 
board to keep the schools open one week 
later in June, in order to comply with 
the law. 

A committee, representing Charles 
Ward post 62, G. A. R., was received and 
beard in relation to the receiving a flag 
presented by tbe post to the high school. 
Commander Whitney and tbe other mem- 
bers of the committee explained tbe ob- 
ject of the presentation of flags to the 
schools, principally to inculcate a spirit 
of patriotism and in acquainting the 
scholars as to what tbe flag represented. 
Similar remarks were made by Major 
Ranlett and Quartermaster Stiles, of 
Charles Ward post. Mr. Hornbrooke 
said that the scholars should be taught 
to regard the stars and stripes as the 
I symbol of national sovereignty, and sira- 
1 ilar views were expressed by Messrs. 
Barton and Parker. Messrs. Hornbrooke 
and Baker aud Mrs. Martin were appoint- 
ed a committee to confer with the com- 
mittee of the post and city council rela- 
tive to receiving the flag with appropri- 
ate ceremonies. 

The following resolutions, offered by 
Mr. Putuey, were unanimously adopV*d. 

Whereas, with this meeting terrruaates 
the service of Charles C. Barton. Esq., aa 
chan man of this board. 

Resolved, That we desire to place upon 
record our high appreciation of the sin- 
gleness of purpose and marked ability 
with which he has devoted himself to our 
public school interests, and especially 
our grateful appreciation for the strict 
impartiality with which he has presided, 
over our deliberations. 

Resolved. That his fidelity to the trusts 
and obligations imposed u on him by his 
fellow-citizens entitles him to their high- 
est consideration, 

The following resolve on the retire- 
ment of Dr. Shinn, was unanimously pas- 
sed. Whereas, Dr. Shiuu an active and 
efficient member of this board, is about to 
serve his connection with it, he it. theie- 
fore, resolved, that we, as a hoard, place 
upon record our appreciation of his 
faithful and valuable services in his 
place as one of its members. 

A similar resolve was unanimously 
passed on the retirement of Mr. Phil- 
brick. 

Mr. Hale for the committee ou rules 
and regulations reported recommending 
tbat the petitioners for ono session at 
the Bigelow and Underwood schools, be 
granted leave to withdraw. The report 
was accepted and the. recommendation 
adopted. 

Mr. Barton expressed his appreciation 
of the sentiment prompting the passage 
of the resolutions on his retirement. He 
said that when he became a member of 
the board 6 years ago. lie made up liis 
mi’id to give his best etlorts and time to 
ti e interests of the schools. He had 
never in any action which he had takeu 
been actuated by persoual motives or for 
any purpose except for the good of the 
schools. Iu tbe appoiutmeut of teachers 
lie liad adopted the policy of securing 
the best material that the salary would 
command without regard to any personal 
preferences. Iu the necessary temovol 
of a teacher he ban acted only believing 
that the welfare of the schools was of 
far more importance than that of any 
teacher. My motives, continued Mr. 
Barton, have been misconstrued, and L 
have been, perhaps, more maligned tliau 
j au> other member of the hoard. 1 can 
| say to you, my associates, that l an. not 
: ashamed of tny record and that w hat 1 
I have done has beeu prompted by eon- 
j scientious motives. 

1 At the conclusion of Mr. Barton’s re- 
marks, Mr. Philbrick expressed his 
thanks for the resolutions passed ou las 
retirement.

•ORDERS r.VSSKD FOR A HOARD OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

Moth branches of the city government 
met Monday night, and the ordinance to 
establish a board of public works was 
passed by both branches to be enrolled. 
Orders wore also passed seizing some 350 
acres of land for tho purpose of increas- 
ing tJie water supply, and a large amount ! 
of routine business was transacted. 

IN DETAIL. 

The board of aldermen was called to j 
order by Alderman Petteo, Mayor Burr j 
being detained at tho school board meet- j 
ing. All the members were present ex- 
cept Alderman Childs. 

L. A. Ross gave notice of intention to 
build a house on Walnut street, Ward 5, 
27 by 37. 

Alderman Johuson read an order ap- 
propriating $10,000 for the purchase of 
land at Newton Centro for the play 
ground, the citizens having complied 
with the order of the city council to 
raise a similar sum, and tho payment of 
the same whou tho titles are approved by 
the city solicitor. The citizens of New- 
ton Centre have deposited with the city 
treasurer a check for $6,000, and the 
•deed to a pieco of land costing $4,000 and 
worth $5,000. The order was passed. 

Alderman Johnson also presented a 
petition from the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association asking that the 
taxes be remitted on this land for 1880, 
as it had been held for the last year for 
a public park, and the citizens had raised 
$4,000 more than the $10,000 called for 
by the order of the city. 

Alderman Pettee said ho was in favor 
of granting it, but no order could bo 
made out till the amount of the taxes 
w<is ascertained. 

Alderman Johnson said the land was 
all taxed in with other lands, and it was 
moved and passed that the committee on 
assessors should obtain a definite idea of 
the amount of the taxes and report at 
the next meeting of the board. 

A. C. Seccomb petitioned for a con- 
crete sidewalk; referred. 

H. B. Edwards gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a house corner of Bowdoin 
street aud Erie avenue, 35 by 40 feet. 

The petitions of W. C. Hamilton and 
L.. K. McKenzie for licenses were grant- 
ed. 

M. C. Higgins was granted a license to 
put up a barn on his lot on Thornton 
street, 22 by 24 feet. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, $115 
was allowed as interest on the Kenrick 
fund. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, $615 
was appropriated for the purchase of a 
patrol wagon and two harnesses, to be 
charged to the appropriation for police 
signal system. 

Ou motion of Alderman Harbach, $500 
was transferred to the appropriation for 
drains and culverts fiom that for the re- 
moval of ashes. 

Mayor Burr came in from the school 
board meeting and took the chair, and a 
bearing was had ou the laying out, 

rad ing and accepting of Standish street, 

rom Columbus to Chester. No one ap- 
peared and the hearing was closed and 
the order for the same passed. 

A hearing ou the layiug out, grading 
and accepting of Glen wood avenuy. from 
Parker street to Ridge avenue, brought 
out no remonstrants, aud the requisite 
order was passed. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach, an 
order was passed to t ike some 350 acres 
of land in Windham, on Kenrick street 
and vicinity, adjoining Charles River, for 
the purpose of supplying Newton with 
water. It belongs to the Wiswall farm, 
Clias. F. Barnes, Town of Brookline, 
Messrs. Blackman, Fanning, Win. Mor- 
ton and others, and the order is to be 
filed within 00 days. 

A hearing on laying out, grading and 
accepting of Griffin avenue, from Walnut 
street to Lake avenue, was had, aud the 
requisite order was passed. 

Mayor Burr announced the appoint- 
ment of John C. Urimblecom as assist- 
ant city clerk, proper arrangements for 
his transfer under civil service rules hav- 
ing been made with Commissioner Me- 
1* tersou. The appointment was con- 
firmed. 

Another order for the seizing of some 
25 acres of land in Newton, belonging to 
the Wiswall t'aini, for water purposes, 
was passed. The land is opposite to 
that nl ready seized on the other side of 
the river. 

A communication was received from 
the Commou Council stating that that 
body h id refused to pass the ordinances 
providing pensions for firemen and 
policemen, permanently disabled while 
in the performance of duty. 

UNION STREET. 

Alderman Harbach piusented an order 
authorizing the mayor to execute an 
agreement for the construction of Union 
street, on the payment of $4,518.50 to 
the city, by the Boston A Albany rail- 
road, ns land damages, it was explained 
that the railroad could uot pay the 
money ou an uncertainty, when the next 
city government might rescind the order 
already pass, d and therefore this order 
was presented and passed. 

It was also voted to have the city treas- 
urer place in the appropriation for laud 
damages this sum, and pay therefrom 
&•• Horace Couseus $3,237.50 and to 
Mellon Bray $1,281, upon the delivery of 
deeds to lauds to be taken. 

it was also voted to appropriate $3,500 
for tho construction of Union stroot, tho 
same to be charged to the tax law' of 
1860. 

Alderman Chadwick reported from tho 
yuhlic property committee that tho 
•engine house in West Newton had been 
placed in good sanitary condition; also 
<tl«u the old Clailiii school building had 
been moved towuids the rear of the lot, 
and contracts signed for the construction 
-»f the now building. $16, 000 was voted 
tfor tho purchase of main water pipes 
aaid special castings for the same. 

Tho report of Engineer Noyes in re- 
gavd to street numbering was received 
aud filed. 

DUOS.

HOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

A convention to discuss the proposed 
ordinance fora board of public works 
was Lifen held. 

Mr. K. W. Wood, the chairman of the 
committee on revision, spoke in favor of 
tho ordinance, and said that seemed to 
the committee the first thing to lie done. 
They had prepared it from the best in- 
formation they could obtain, from the 


their necessity was developed. 

arbach read the changes 


city had grown ho large, 
fair to ask any citizen to givo so much of [ 
his time to the city, when tho city was 
abundantly able to pay for tho same. 
Our charter was so liberal that tho board 
could lie established without any amend- 
ment, and we needed ft complete separa- 
tion of the executive aud administrative 
functions. This ordinance would bring 
all the outdoor work under one head, 
which in a city of so large a territory 
would bo a groat advantage. Our popu- 
lation was a peculiar one, composed 
mainly of actlvo business men, who 
could not afford much time for outside 
duties and it was becoming more difficult 
every year to find men willing to accopt 
a city office. In his own ward they 
found that while most men would con- 
sent to serve one term, they thought that 
was enough and would rofuso a roolec- 
tion. Under the change tho work would 
be legislative and could bo done oven- 
itigs. and so a better olass of men could 
be secured. Tho changes which such an 
ordinance would necessitate were largely 
matters of detail and could bo made as 
ty 

Alderman H* 
recommended by the committee on ordi- 
nances, in the report of the committee. 

Alderman Tettee said that for one ho 
was not very enthusiastic for a board of 
public works, lie was opposed in the 
appointment of any more men to offices 
with largo salaries, to continue in office 
till the mayor and aldermen had the 
courage to remove them, which meant 
practically that tho man could hold office 
for life and could come before the board 
every year and ask for an increase of 
salary. The hoard would cost some- 
where about $10,000 a year, and the ex- 
pense would be iucurrcd in the hope of 
saving some small amount. To give a 
committee of three, with two for a quo- 
rum, so much authority, was a concen- 
tration of power which he did not exact- 
ly approve of and fo r a city made up of 
villages such as Newton, he did not think 
it was hardly the thing. We should lose 
a good deal of our privileges aud our 
liberty for a problematic gain. He 
thought w*e should certainly havo some 
better method of managing our public 
buildings than we have at present, and 
that much would bo saved by having 
some intelligent direction of repairs. 
We ought to have busiuess methods but 
the city was not a money making corpor- 
ation. We cannot introduce business 
methods into social life, and how the city 
affairs are carried on in a social way 
is very pleasant, and the people and the 

g overnment are near together. It would 
e wise to limit the term of the members 
of the board of public works to a certain 
number of years. It was easy to refuse 
to vote tor a man who was not satisfac- 
tory, but it was a different thing to get 
courage to remove him. 

Councilman Ranlett said that the term 
of office could be easily remedied by ask- 
ing permission of the legislature to make 
the change, but he thought we ought to 
start the year right, by having the board 
ready to take hold at the beginning. It 
might take some months to get permis- 
sion of the legislature. If we start with 
tho old system and wait till the middle of 
the year to appoiut the board, it will be 
impossible for them to do effective work. 
We have outgrown the old condition and 
now more work is asked of the members 
of the city council than ought to be asked 
of them. He hoped the ordinance would 
be approved by the convention. 

Alderman Tolmari said he believed the 
ordinance would be one of the wisest 
measures over adopted. A corporation 
was not always expected to make money 
and pay dividends, but quite often for 
spending money, as for instance Harvard 
College, aud the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. More is asked of members of 
the City Council than many men are 
able to give. A man who takes office 
wants to do his duty, but he either has 
to neglect his business to attend to the 
city duties, or neglect the latter. Tho 
tendency under the present state of 
things would be to fill the city council 
with mere politicians, although Newton 
had been very fortunate thus far. Ho 
agreed that some limit should be placed 
upon the term of office, say three years, 
that would be permanent enough to 
make a man feel willing to take the 
office, and he thought the city would 
save money by having such a board. 
The time had come when the work done 
should be paid for. Tho work for the 
water improvements, for the sewerage 
system that would soon have to bo pro- 
vided, would cost a large sum and the 
salaries of the three men would bo a 
mere trifle in comparison to what might 
lie saved by the more careful supervision 
and more t fficieut management, which 
we would get under paid officials. The 
eity was a corporation for business pur- 
poses, aud should do its work in a busi- 
ness way. When we expend over half a 
million dollars a year, we should have 
competent men paid to take enargo of 
such a large expenditure. 

Councilman Hyde said he agreed with 
Alderman Tolman. Few men came to 
j the City Council as well qualified as the 
members of a board of public works 
would he, and if we could find three 
] competent men th.* members would be 
I glad of the relief. Wo should got better 
results and tho city would get more for 
its money. 

j Councilman Hull said it was not to bo 
i supposed that men coming to tho council 
for the first time would know it all, and 
on the public property coinmitte, for in- 
stance, he had seen instances where work 
was done that would not have been done 
by experienced men, or would have been 
done in a better way. Tho muinbuiH use 
their best judgment, but that is not as 
good as the judgment of a board of pub- 
lic works would lie. 

Alderman Chadwick said the matter 
had eonio up so lute in the evening tiiat 
he had not had time to think it over, 
and he hardly knew what was best. So 
much lime had gone by that he had not 
thought the committee would report this 
year. In regard to public buildings lie 
saw tho need of having some permanent 
man in charge of them, perhaps a eitv 
mechanic, who could attend to needed 
repairs; now repairs are ordered some- 
times by the master of a school, when 
the pipes are frozen, aud so on, and the 
bills li id to be paid. It was quite a tax 
on Superintendent Emerson to attend to 
all these little details, which took lip so 
much of Ins time. He didn’t know as we 
were prepared to pay $10,000 a year to a 
hoard of public work, aud each meniber 
would probably want a horse aud carriage 
furnished him. 

Councilman Wiswall said the proposed 
ordinance had received hearty endorse- 
ments from many large tax payers, who 
had told him thut they were heartily in 
favor of it. One man had told him that 
he wouldn’t have u partner who was a 
member of the city government, as lie 
could uot have time to attend to his 
private business. Under the proposed 
change the city’s business would be done 
better, '(tint he thought the men would 
liurldyi need a team for each one. Per- 
haps one would do for the board; much 
J money would he saved by having t lie 
i departments work in harmony, whereas 
now each oommitte looks out only for 
I its own appropriation and tries to get 
as much as it call. 


Councilman Fenno said he was heartily 
in favor of such a board, but he thought 
provision should bo made ft r tho retire- 
ment of one member each year, and that 
wo did not want anymore life officers. 
It was presented so lato in tho year, how- 
ever, that ho thought it would bo iust. ns 
well to postpone it until the desiied 
change was olitniucd from tho legislature. 
No work of any account could bo dono 
for tho next three months. 

Councilman Bates said ho wns in favor 
of the board, ns it would givo the people 
more confidence that tho money was 
wisely expended, and the more confi- 
dence they had the moro cheerfully 
would they pay their taxes. 

Alderman Petteo said ho saw no exi- 
gency that called for hasty work at this 
special time, and ho did not holicvc in 
commencing with tho ridge pole to build 
a house. It would do no harm to wait 
tlireo months or even till tho last of 
May. 

Alderman Hamblen said ho was 
heartily in favor of tho board, but ho 
thought there was no occasion for haste, 
and that it would be better to wait till a 
change was obtained in tho charter. 

President Bond said if the ordinance 
was passed and a petition sent to tho 
legislature, we would begin the year 
right, and such a matter should be start- 
ed at the beginning of tho year. There 
was no emergency, but it had beeu con- 
sidered for a long time, and the citizens 
favored it. He hoped tho ordinance 
would pass now, so that tho new year 
could be begun under tho new svstem. 

Alderman Pettee called attention to 
the Highway Survayors and did not think 
the ordinance was very explicit about 
what was to be dono with them. 

After considerable moro discussion, 
the board went into executive session, 
after which the convention dissolved. 

The two boards then assembled in 
their respective chambers and the ordin- 
ance was passed to be enrolled, and tho 
mayor was authorized to petition the 
legislature for power to appoiut for a 
term of 3 years. 

DOGS AGAIN. 

Alderman Chadwick road a communica- 
tion from N. W. Tupper, stating that his 
little boy and a little girl of another 
family had both been bitten by a mad or 
vicious dog last week, and the dog was 
supposed to have bitten 6 or 8 dogs in 
Newtouvillo, and Mr. Chadwick then 
presented au order tor the restraining or 
muzzling of all dogs in Ward Two for 30 
days, to take effect immediately. He 
said that tho city was overrun with dogs 
of all kiuds and that it was getting to be 
unsafe to walk the streets. He did not 
think (jogs should be permitted to run at 
large. 

Alderman Tolman said there was one 
class with which the city was overrun, 
worse even than dogs, which offered 
some protection in the lack of police, 
and that class was burglars. Ho believes 
in dogs and if he couldn’t keep a dog he 
should move out of the city. 

Alderman Johnson said he was glad 
another alderman had trod on some one’s 
toes, on the dog question. He had done 
so in regard to dogs in Ward Four. But 
the city should give some protection to 
children and ladies, who uow had to go 
out of their way to avoid vicious dogs. 
Oue of his neighbors had six dogs. His 
children had to come home a back way, 
to avoid dogs of which they were afraid'. 
The streets and walks were made for 
people and not dogs. The order was 
then passed aud the board adjourned. 

The Commou Council transacted con- 
current business, and also atljotfrned to 
next Monday evening.

The Other Side. 

So much has been said about the chaos 
that would follow free trade, that it may 
bo worth a passing moment to dwell upon 
what might be if some of our western 
friends had their way. The subjoined 
article appeared in Befford's for Decem- 
ber. Belford’s always has something 
good on the tariff. As the article was 
written by a member of the Newton 
Tariff Reform Club, the proprietor of the 
magazine very courteously granted us 
permission to reprint the whole. 

LOOKING FORWARD, A. D. 1976. 

For fifty years Europe has been at 
peace. The terrible revolution of 1925 
were almost forgotten. The Interna- 
tional Council was holding its annual 
session at Constantinople. This year 
delegates from Uganda and China weie 
to ask admission to the confederation, 
the governments of those powerful na- 
tions having recently adopted republican 
constitutions and established social co- 
operation. But the theme upon every 
tongue, the subject which had led to the 
council two months earlier than usual, 
was the nows from America. It was 
matter of common talk that a native of 
the “Unknown Laud” had escaped from 
tho borders and would speak before the 
council. All sorts of rumors wore cur- 
rent: That for three successive years the 
great grain crops of America had failed; 
that tho corporation owning the cotton 
plantations had burned two-thirds of the 
crop to keep up the price; that cattle and 
sheep had been visited by mysterious 
pests aud were dying by hundreds of 
thousands; that risings of the proleta- 
riat in Birmingham, Sioux Fails ami 
Winnipeg hud been put down with terri- 
ble severity ; that in consequence of the 

t reueral uneasiness Congress had voted a 
urge increase of guards at the Mexican 
Wall and additions to tho enormous 
navy. All was guesswork. Little was 
known of the “Unknown Laud;” the his- 
tories said that in 1900 the President, 
David Cabot McKinley, Jr., had issued 
the famous Third Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, forbidding absolutely all in- 
tercourse with the foreign world. 

Tho council met. The doors were 
closed, and the fugitive from the United 
States addressed the delegates. His lan- 
guage, a mixture of the ancient dialects 
of England, Germany, and Norway, was 
at times unintelligible except totlie more 
scholarly members of the Council; but 
tho suppressed pnssion of the voice, the 
uucousciou8 eloquence of eye and atti- 
tude, tho soul that spoke through each 
word, reached every ear, thrilled every 
heart. Tho story was a simple one: 
The repeated successes of the Americau 
party had at last brought the govern- 
ment under tho absolute control of the 
great capitalists. The narrative con- 
firmed tho worst rumors of the Street- 
Famine, nakedness and winter impended 
upon a continent. 

Within a fortnight, thousands of ves- 
sels, bearing the Hag of the confedera- 
tion, were sailing east, west and north 
to America. Tho nations remembered 
1776, and now, two centuries later, they 
mado haste with one accord, to answer 
this dying appeal for help. Corn from 
Uganda aud rice from China were ou the 
way, no less than cotton from England, 
silk from France, woolens from Ger- 
many, liueus from Ireland, fruits from 
Algeria. The waters of Norway and the 
plains of Uruguay and New Zealand sent 
their ready gifts. But so close the 
watch, so strict the orders of the navy of 
America, that several of these vessels 
coming within the fifty-mile limit were 
fired upon without warning and ruth- 
lessly suuk. The restdrew near Okkak— 
a mighty fortress ou the inhospitable 
shores of Labrador— the only port nut 
absolutely sealed to the world. Seven- 
teen leagues from tho coast the euor- 
mous war-ship “Protection” received 
tho message from the Council of the 
Confederation aud forwarded it to the 
Congress at Pittsburg. 

Behind closed doors the Senate de- 
bated the offer of help: “We, the Nations 
of the Outer World, from our abundance 
soud you a part. Take thereof in wel- 
come.” Senator after senator arose to 
urge rejection of the proffered gift. 
“IIow shall our people get work if cot- 
tous, ami woolens, aud liueus, and silks 
are given to us? If Asia and Africa are 
permitted to inuudate us with grain, who 
will support our farmers? What will 
become of the few flocks still left us if 
New Zealand aud Uruguay turn their 
Blieop and their cattle loose upon our 
plains? Tho fish of Norway will destroy 
our nursery. Can our workingmen com- 
pete with the woild’s paupers who give 
away their products? If these ships en- 
ter i.ur ports, wages will full at once aud 
the home market will be destroyed. 
True, we may feast for a day, amt be 
clothed for a mouth, but when our fac- 
tories have been closed, our farms 
abandoned, our river-courses dried up, 
these cuuuing confederates will put up 
their prices aud we shall starve. Away 
with this temptation from the devil!” 

An unconditional rejection was tele- 

S raphed at once to the commodore of 
lo “Pro ootiou ;” ami the Congressional 
Guard was ordered out to disperse the 
mob at the gates of the Capitol. This 
mob was composed of unemployed ami 
iguoruut men aroused by cuuuing dema- 
gogues with promises of cheap food. In 
spite of the utmost precaution, however, 
tho offer from ubroad ami the action of 
the Suuate theruou transpired; the mob 
reassembled amt wus joined by over a 
million rioters from all sections. Tho 
Coiigiessionul Guard was overpowered 
ami nuibbucrud, the Capitol destioyud, 
anil several ol the senators were killed. 
There is good reusou to believe thut the 
national army — 2,000,000 strong — was 
culled out to quell tho disturbance, but

However, tho Bowcrago 
problem is still open, and will givo 
opportunity for all the wisdom and 
statesmanship of next year’s city gov- 
ernment.

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TRUST THE YOUNG MEN. 

An article in the Boston Sunday 
Herald descriptive of the way the young 
men of Newton went into politics and 
aided to win the fight in the last cam- 
paign for members of the school board 
attracted much attention, and a good 
deal of inside history was given. The 
article states that the origin of tho high 
school trouble was the famous “two 
session plan” of Superintendent Emer- 
son, by which the school was to be 
divided into two sections, one to meet 
in the morning and the other in tho 
afternoon. 

This plan caused a great deal of excite- 
ment at the time, and the “boys,” as 
some of the school board derisively 
call them, went to work and secured 
letters from prominent educators ail 
over New England, and from prominent 
citizens of Newton, all condemning the 
plan, and these letters were published in 
a sixteen page edition of the Graphic 
and distributed throughout the city. 
The matter was so thoroughly ventilated 
that the plan was defeated. Success 
brought its punishment, however, and 
those who differred from them began to 
talk about the “boys running the school” 
and to oppose anything which looked in 
this direction, as the “boys” claim, with- 
out regard to its merits. 

From this beginning the contest con- 
tinued until the last election, when most 
of the “boys” had becorne voters and the 
management of that portion of the 
Citizen’s caropaigu was turned over to 
them, with the result showo by the 
ballots, their candidate running someSOO 
votes ahead of his ticket. Of course they 
were aided by a large number of the 
older voters, hut the whole thing is 
noteworthy as showing that the boys of 
to-day will be the voters of to-morrow, 
and will have au important effect upon 
future elections. Men who hope to be 
candidates for office for an indefinite 
period should make a note of this and 
treat these coming voters with tact and 
discretion, aud so endeavor to gain their 
confidence. Arbitrary aud despotic 
methods may succeed for a time hut 
they will lead to a final overthrow in 
this laud of the free voter. The young 
descendants of Plymouth Rock, the Bos- 
ton Tea Party, and Bunker Hill have not 
lost all the energy and determination of 
their fathers, and they will fight for fair 
play aud justice with as much enthusi- 
asm as did tho famous men of old It is 
not enough for an official to think that 
he is light, he must he able to convince 
others that lie is, and as has been said 
before, young people are merciless 
critics, and go the root of tilings with a 
directness that would appall the most 
astute politician. It is wiser to trust 
the boys, aud inspire them witli con- 
fidence in tho purity of your motives, 
as the corpora) punishment methods fail 
wheu hoys have become voters. 


AN IMPROVED SYSTEM. 

No one appears to question that the 
time has come for t lie establishment of a 
board of public works in Newton, ami 
tlie introduction of a systemized manuge- 


Tiik school board of 1880 has now 
passed into history, and let us hope that 
with it has gone all division of sentiment 
on school affairs, and that all the parents 
and pupils can heartily unite in support 
of the new board. Chairman Barton’s 
spoech was characteiistically positive, 
but it might bo worth while to ask 
whether it is more probable that three 
quarters of the people of Newton are 
mistaken, or Mr. Barton and his friends. 
The popular verdict on aline of policy is 
generally to be trusted as the right one. 
Tho people are far enough removed to 
see tho whole of an object, while those 
who are too close to it, see only one face, 
and get the impression that that is the 
only one. Truth is many sided and iu 
the end will prevail, whether iu regard 
to school questions or national ones: 

The mills of God grind slowly, 

But they grind exceeding small; 

Though with patience he stands waiting, 
With exactness grinds He all. 


It begius to look as if ox-Spoaker Bar- 
rett would be left, and that the men who 
are depending ou him for good commit- 
tee places will be “in the soup.” The 
Wardwell men have certainly made the 
most creditable canvass, and if ho is 
elected he will be embarassed by no 
pledges to any other influence. For the 
credit of the next legislature, a speaker 
should be selected who will bo able to 
maintain order, and who can command 
the respect and confidence of the mem- 
bers. The Tuesday evening caucus has 
been favored, as it will give time for 
proper deliberation, and prevent any- 
thing being rushed through without 
time to consider the results. We have 
seen in abundance the results of a hasty 
caucus on the morning of the day the 
house assembles, and no oue can ques- 
tion the necessity for some better meth- 
od. 


The Newton High School alumni meet- 
ing on Thursday evening was a very 
pleasant affair, and it is a matter for con- 
gratulation that the association appears 
to have got ou to a solid footing. There 
are so many old p.ipils of tho school in 
Newton that they ought to be able to 
hold a reunion once a year, and events 
have proved that all the old pupils take 
a lively iuterest iu the welfare of the 
school. 


The work of securing a basis for a 
good water supply is being rapidly 
pushed forward, as will be seen by the 
report of the city council's proceedings. 
The land taken is urgeutly needed, as 
Brookline is also at work in the same 
direction, and the expense will uot he 
large, as in that section the land is worth 
but little. 

The Graphic’s suggestion of Mr. 
Hollis for chairman of the school board 
lias met with such favor that there is lit- 
tle doubt that he will ho the unanimous 
choice of the new hoard. This will 
enable the board to start oft well, and it 
is also a high compliment to Mr. Hollis,

Besides the 
direct saving of tho city’s money, there 
will be a great increase in efficiency, and 
the money expended will go farther, and 
tho citizens will get more improvements 
for tiie same amount of expenditure. 

Thu need for such a system is so evi- 
dent that there was uo opposition to it iu 
tiie city council, tiie opposition being 
mainly in regard to the details, aud as to 
whether action should he taken at tiie 
end of tho year, or should he defected 
till tiie new hoard comes in. 

There was a general feeling that the 
terms of the three members of the pro- 
posed hoard should he limited to three 
years, so that one member would come 
'up for appointment every year. If he 
had uot proved satisfactory, it would he 
comparatively easy to make the change, 
as it is easier to refuse to reelect a man 
than to vote for his removal, and the 
limit will also inspire the holder of the 
olfice to do Ids bust, iu order that he may 
he reelected. 

The objections to the present system 
of appointing city officials practically for 
life seems to he iu this case so well 
founded that thcru is little doubt hut 
that (lie legislature will grant the re- 
quired permission, Tiie positions will he 
of such great importance to the welfare 
of the city that only the bust men should 
he chosen, aud they should uot he re- 
appointed unless they havo proved tbuir 
fitness. As the appointing power will 
rest with the mayor, it will add to the 
responsibilities of tliut office and increase 
the desirability of electiug men to that 
position who have some familiarity with 
the city alfairs, and some experience ou

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THE TEMPLE ROBBERY. 

Myatorlmie Dlnnpporarntice of n Lirga De- 
li unit of Strata Tmtmirn. 

It 1b by no mcatm surprising that tho 
fitrungo caso of the now famous Tirupati 
Temple treasure should have excited 
«uch an extraordinary feeling of indig- 
nation as it appears to have done among 
the Hindoo population of India. Tirupati 
Is the Mecca of llindoostan — il', indeed, 
the comparison is at all allowable, seeing 
that the temple which 1ms just been so 
grossly deli led was erected, in the first 
instance, close upon 6,000 years ago. 
The trial in connection with the robbery 
of the Tirupati treasure is probably tho 
most reiuarkuble which has ever coiuo 
before a British court in India. The 
sacred temple stands on the Tirumalai 
range, some 2,000 feet above sea level, 
and commands a tract of about 100 
square miles, the whole of which, up till 
quite a recent period, was regarded, in 
the strictest sense, as holy groiind, no- 
body but a Hindoo being allowed to as- 
cend the ghauts. 

Even at the present time the collector 
and tho superintendent of police are the 
only Europeans whom the government 
permit to invade the sacred territory, 
excepting, of course, on special occa- 
sions, such ns that which arose the other 
day, when the services of a civil engineer 
were required within the precincts of tho 
temple to superintend the excavations. 
The temple itself has, in reality, never 
been entered by a white man, and all its 
available entrances are jealously guard- 
ed by armed men, who have instructions 
to strike down, and, if necessary, to kill 
any unauthorized person who attempts 
to invade tho sanctuary. 

The sacred edifice is inclosed by three 
stone walls, of which the outer one is 
twenty-three feet in height. From the 
devotee’s point of view tho sacredness of 
the place is centered in a great flagstaff, 
which penetrates from floor to roof, and 
is 67 feet high, 8 feet in diameter at the 
base and 15 inches at the summit. The 
staff is incased in copper overlaid with 
gold, and set in a slab of granite nearly 
three-feet in thickness. In the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of the flagstaff the 
image of the god is preserved, while the 
staff itself is actually supposed to be the 
abode of the temple god — of its “mantrio 
essence.” 

Some seventeen years since, it seems, 
certain coin treasure, valued roughly at 
two lacs of rupees, was discovered in the 
temple, and was duly handed over to 
the mahunt as manager and trustee of 
the edifice. In 1880 the Mahunt Dliur- 
tna Doss died, and was succeeded by Sir 
Hathiramjee Muttam Baghavan Doss 
Jee. The new mahunt appears to have 
discharged his sacred and responsible 
functions to tho satisfaction of every- 
body concerned, nnd in 1877 it was re- 
solved to replace the old dwjastumbum, 
or sacred flagstaff, by a new one. Be- 
fore the work was completed the idea 
appears to have suggested itself to the 
mahunt to bury the treasure — the two 
lacs of rupees to which he had succeeded 
— under the foot of the flagstaff. This 
was accordingly done, the proposition 
having met with general approval from 
the adherents of the temple. The treas- 
ure was placed in six copper vessels, the 
covers of which were duly sealed up, and 
they were then buried in the receptacle 
prepared for them. Now it is found 
that the gold has all been removed from 
them, and copper coins substituted. 

Four temple servants— by name Nara- 
simha-Kusal, Oopalaro and Haribhajan 
— were, in 1887, intrusted, after being 
duly sanctified by divers mysterious 
rites and ceremonies, with the burial 
of the treasure pots, nnd a fact that ap- 
pears to interest the police and others a 
good deal at present is that two of them, 
Kusal and Haribhajan, aro now each 
worth a lac of rupees, although the 
whole four were discharged some time 
ago, and none of them aro known to 
have what is sternly known as “lawful 
visible means of support.” On the other 
hand, an astonishingly clear looking case 
made out against tho mahunt himself, 
who, it is asserted, allowed his cupidity 
to overcome tho scruples of his sacred 
calling, and “collared the swag” himself. 
The question as to who has really appro- 
priated the treasure seems a difficult one, 
as far as the inquiry has proceeded, to 
determine, and it is possible that the af- 
fair may never be satisfactorily cleared 
up. 

Probably the most notable feature in 
connection with the affair — from a Hin- 
doo point of view, at all events — is the 

P eculiarly apathetic demeanor of tho 
irupati god, who should have been 
deeply interested in the proceedings. 
The “mantrio essence,” which has exer- 
cised such an omnipotent power over tho 
Hindoos for centuries past, appears to 
have lain dormant while tho temple was 
defiled and the mean trick of substitut- 
ing a few hundred rupees worth of cop- 
per money for two lacs worth of gold 
coinage was done right under the pillars 
of the Tirupati sanctum sanctorum — 
Colonies and India. 


Two OpintotiM About Ancient Bone*. 

Clark Brown exhumed ut Fish's i>oint, 
on the Upper Mystic roud, the other day, 
whut are believed by some persons to be 
relics of the first American man, ante- 
dating, possibly, the age of mound build- 
ing. There were parts of a human skele- 
ton that crumbled at tho touch, two 
rough copper vessels, mostly corroded, a 
smoothly rounded pestle und two pecu- 
liarly shaped glass bottles with crooked 
necks. Skeptics, however, profess to 
think that tho thiugs belonged to a pre- 
historic apothecary that was swallowed 
up in an earthquake. Mr. Brown may 
submit them to the inspection of an an- 
tiquarian.— Stouington Telegram.

Drancetl Forty MIIm. 

A young civil engineer who came home 
to Buffalo last week after a four months' 
expedition through the Black Hills with 
a government surveying party, told the 
following story: 

“One evening last summer we pitched 
camp, nnd, after supper, the command- 
ing officer in the party ordered mo to 
make a detour to a certain point, further 
north. The distance by tho road I was 
told to take was believed to be about four 
miles, but to get it exactly I was given a 
pedometer to carry in my pocket. On 
tho way I came to a small mining settle- 
ment, nnd a dance was going on in the 
biggest saloon. As I had plenty of time 
on my hands I went in nnd joined in the 
dance, nnd never rested a leg until mid- 
night.
